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UNITING AGAINST BLAINE 


THE DECISION OF THE CONFER- 
ENCE OF INDEPENDENTS. 
RESOLVING TO OPPOSE THE NOMINATIONS 
AND PREPARING FOR ANOTHER MEETING 

FOR TAKING FURTHER STEPS. 


A large delegation of independent Re- 
publicans from Boston and adjacent towns in 
Massachusetts came to this city yesterday for the 
purpose of conferring with independent Repub- 
feans of New-York. Most of the visitors 
tame by steam-boat. They embraced near- 
y the whole of the conference com- 
nittee which was appointed at the meet- 
ng in Boston last Friday night. The en- 
tire party went to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, 
wherea private parlor was assigned for their 
use.

The Massachusetts men were received by sev- 
fal of the New-York independents, and after 
oreakfast an informal consultation was held. 
The gentlemen remained in session with closed 
doors for nearly thres hours. What they did or 
said not one of them was inclined to explain. It 
Was stated in a general way, however, that the 
meeting was held simply to discuss matters of de- 
tail relating to the more formai conference with 
the New-York independents in the evening.

at Boston. After general and earnest discussion 
they were adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Schurz suid the Boston men had acted as 
representatives of a large constituency for the 
reason that before they held their meeting they 
bad secured 1,500 or 1,600 signatures toa call for 
such a meeting, and properly claimed to speak 
for those who signed the call. He urged that 
there were many Republicans and independents 
throughout this State who would gladly avail 
themselves of an opportunity to give effective 
eanction to their anti-B'aine sentiments by join- 
ang in any movement which promised concerted 
action. 

Moorfield Storey, of Boston, said that the 
origin of this meeting was in the action of the 
Boston Reform Club, which happened to be in 
session when the nomination of Biaine was an- 
nounced, and which promptiy appointed a com- 
mittee to take steps for the concentration of 
the independent forces. A call was pub- 
lished, and in a few days 2,000 responses 
were secured. Much to the surprise of 
the committee, most of these responses came 
not from the persons who in times past had been 
identitied with the independents, but from the 
very bone and sinew of the Kepublican Party 
of Massachusetts— men who had given treely of 
their time and their money to aid the party or- 
ganizaiion. Anotber thing that surprised the 
committee was that from ali overthe State came 
postal cards from different classes of Republicans, 
all expressing sympathy with the movement and 
asking tor an opportnnity to co-operate. From 
every querter came the demand tor a clean and 
upright candidate. “We are united to rebuke 
corrupt men and corrupt methods in politics.” 
continued Mr. Storey. “ If we differ, the points 
that we differ in are points of detail and are not 
Vital to the main question at issue. We propose 
to vote generaliy for Republicuns, but we are 


willing to join the Democrats in putting such a 


man as Cleveland [enthusiastic applause) or 
such a man as Bayard [appleuse] in the 
Presidential chair. The first duty of the inde- 
yendent Repubiicans is to induce the Democratic 
Party to put up a good man, and_our secgnd 
éuty will be to get him elected.”” The speaker 
earnestly urged his hearers to_use their intiu- 
ence in forming organizations. No opposition to 
a cundidate tike Blaine could be effective with- 
out thorough organization. He hoped that in- 
dependent clubs would be formed in this State, 
in Massachusetts, New-Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Iiinots, Indiana, and Maine. 

Stuart Wood, of Phiiaielphia, was introduced 
by Mr. Curtis with the remark that the inde- 
pendent movement hadeven verun to make its 
way into Pennsylvania. Mr. Wood said that 
whatever might be declared concerning the inde- 

ndent Republicans in Penrsylvania, outside 
of Philadeiphiz, he was certain that the independ. 
ents in that city were “not solid for Blaine. 
On the other hand, be had scarcely heard of 
ove who had announced that he _ should 
vote for Blaine. He asked leave to read a bricf 
letter from Henry C. Lea, of Philadelphia, ad- 
dressed to Francia R. Pope, in which the writer 
deviares himself strongly in favor of a concerted 
movement in opposition to Blaine. Mr. W ood 
xiid that the Philadelphia independents feit that 
the Republican National Convention had re- 
pnudiaied the party character for rectitude and 
honor, bad thrown down the gauntlet to the in-

The pres- 
ent independent movement, Mr. Hitchcock re-

Col. Thomas W. Higginson, of Cambridge, said 
in substance: ** We must not lose our identity in 

the party. Our protest was a protest for the 
benefit of the Republican Party. In Massa- 
chusetts we bave to deal with a complex condi- 
tion of affairs and with acomplex man. [Cries of 
Butler! Butler!] Yes, Gen. Butler. The 
fuct is clear that Mr. Blaine cannot secure 
the Electoral vote of Massachusetts by means 
of Republican votes. Too many Republicans 
have already committed themseives to this muve- 
ment to allow of any such success. Dissatisfac- 
tion with the work of the Chicago Convention is 
already widespread and is growing day by day. 
At this moment Mr. Blaine’s supporters are 
counting on Democratic assistance, and a com- 
bination is beginning to be whispered between 
oi two busy Bs,’ Blaine and Butler.” [Laugh- 
ter. 

Charles R. Miller was the next speaker. He 
said that he had found throughout the State of 
Connecticut quantities of old-time wy on 
who declared dissatisfaction with the Republic- 
an nominations, and said they were only wait- 
ing to find out what the Democrats would do 
before taking action. In this State, he said, we 
should do as we did in 1882—make this a model 
form of protest against improper political meth- 
ods. [Applause.] 

Stephen P. Nash, of this city, said: ** I cannot 
speak as representing a large constituency, but 
T am, for myself, a rebel to the core in regard to 
the nominations of the Chicago Convention. 
Organization is the principal question to be 
acted on now. I hope it may not be necessary to 
form a third party, but if the failure of the 
Democrats to muke good nominations causes 
such a necessity, there are brave men ready to 
take the lead in such a movement.” 

Jackson 8. Schultz was the next speaker. He 
said: ** I don’t feel so much the delinquency of 
the Republican candidate as the rottenness of 
the platform. I am a Republican, and always 
have been, but [ will never vote for Blaine.” 
Mr. Schultz was not wiiling to say that he would 
vote for any Democrat. He thought that the 
proper thing for the independent Republicans to 
do was to nominate a new ticket, and stand by 
it, even though it should not command a thou- 
sand votes. This sentiment was greeted with 
applause. 

William Hayes Ward, of the Independent, said 
that the general impression of the religious press 
wasone of disgust. 

Mr. Schwartz explained the duties of the pro- 
posed committee, and said that the German vote 
was largely opposed to Blaine. The campaign, 
he said, must not be under Democratic auspices, 
but under those of a new and independent party. 

Congressman Theodore Lyman, of Massachu- 
setts, said that since the Boston conference many 

Democrats were anxious to discover a man who 

could catch the independent voters. He gave 

his adherence to this movement as a Republican 
to check the party in its downward course. 

Letters were read from the Hon. Benjamin H. 
Bristow, whosaid: * Asa Republican I feel it 
my duty not to vote for Blaine; ex-Gov. Ed- 
ward Salioman, Henry A. Oakley, E. C. Pearson, 
and Henry M. Alden, Editor ot Harper's Monthly ; 
Prof. Francis Adler, ex-Gov. Frank Faller, of 
Utah; John Sherwood, Henry Ward Beecher, 
William H. Kipp, of Buffalo, and Mare Drey in- 
dorsing the movement. Beecher said: “ Put me 
down against Blaine a hundred times in letters 
two feet long every time.” 

Prof. Thayer, of Harvard, argued in favor of 
concerted action, and ‘een that with this 
Biaine could be defeated. 

Ex-Gov. Daniel H. Chamberlain declared that 
| this was a crisis in politics which had not been 
| equaled since the civil war. The very basis of 
| civil society was threatened by the success of 
such a candidate as Blaine, standing on such a 
piatform. He would vote for any good Demo- 
crat in order to save political morality in 
America. 
| <Atter some further discussion, in which the 
speakers reiterated und indorsed the views of 
those who had preceded them, the resolutions 
were passed unanimously, and the result 
was announced by vigorous applause and 
a loud clapping of hands. Mr. Curtis an- 
|} nounced that he would appoint the Commit- 
| tee of Twentv-five as soon as he could look 
| over the fieid and select the proper men. Charles 
P. Miller then offered a resolution giving the 
committee power to consult with other organi- 
zations, but this was withdrawn, as the commit- 
tee was held by the majority of those present to 
have this power by virtue of the resolution cre- 
ating it. 

Mr. Curtis, in closing the meeting, said: “It 
} must be ajlong pu!l, it should be a strong pull, 
| and we are agreed that it shall be a pull al! to- 
| gether. In that spirit and heartily thanking our 
| friends from other cities for their attendance, I 
sos , declare this meeting adjourned without 

ay. 

One of the most striking features of the meet- 
| ing was the enthusiasm with which the names of 
| Cleveland and Bayard were received. It seemed 
| to be the sense of the entire meeting, and met the 
| ungualified indorsement of all those present, that 
the independent Republicans could be depended 
on to support the Democratic nominations, pro- 
vided they were of such men as Cleveland or 
Bayard.

BLAINE AND LOGAN SPEAK. 


ADDRESSES MADE BY THE REPUBLICAN 
CANDIDATES LAST EVENING. 
ELtswortnH, Me., June 17.—At 8 o’clock 
to-night a crowd of people gathered at Hancock 
Hall, literally filling it to overflowing. The Re- 
ception Committee, accompanied by a band of 
music, preceded Messrs. Blaine, Logan, and Hale 
from the residence of the latter to the hall, where 
a reception was heid, hundreds shaking hands 
with the illustrious visitors. At 9 o'clock the 
crowd visited the residence of Senator Hale, 
where Messrs. Blaine and Logan were received 

| wth cheers. 
Mr. Hale, after brief remarks, presented the 
Hon. James G. Blaine, whosaid he had many 


causes for great gratitude to the people of 
Maine for many years for their friendship, 
support, and confidence, but he never was so 
profoundly touchea as he bad been by the man- 
ner in which he had recently been received by 
all classes, and he might say all parties, in the 
State of Maine, for he had to recognize besides 
the friendship of his own political associates the 
courtesy and kindness manifested by those who 
had in the past been opposed to him politicaliy. 
Whatever may be the issue of the pending cam- 
paign. of which it would indeed be unbecoming 
in him to speak, he couid say that by the maorts 
of Maine he has in this supreme crisis in his 
public career, been already sustained in a manner 
that gives him the most intense satistuction. 
Continuing, he said: ** There is, after all, an em- 
barrassment in addressing those with whom one 
has been associated for long years on _inti- 
mate terms. My esleem is not sufficiently devel- 
oped to make me think this vast assemblage

The people of 
this country, under one form of Government. have and 
claim the right to express their views on any question, 
and also to choose jwhom they wish to repre- 
sent them in uny capacity. This is true of the con- 
vention recently held in Chicago. No one doubts 
that it gave expression to the voce or the people in 
unnouneing in unmistakable terms that a citizen of 

| your State is the choice for the highest office in their 
gift. [Applause.] To question this now ts to suy the 
majority sha!! not ecntrol but a minority shall dictate 
the nominuatives. The people of this country know 
what they want and also who they want. in 
my judgment they want a man _ capable of 
performing the duties of the position intellgentiy; a 
man who will understand the needs and wants of the 
people; aman who has a knowledge of and an experi- 
ence in connection with the affairs of Government. 

| ‘hey want aman who understands the diversified in- 
terests of this creat people and who will use all proper 
means for their protection and success; a man 
who knows the wants of the masses and the 
needs of the laborer, and wil! lend all his power and 
influence in caring for those wants and interests; a 
man that is conversant with our commerc‘al relations 
with foreiyn nations, and a man that realizes thut a 
greuter outlet is needed for our surplus products; 
a man who can and will in a prover man- 
ner establish relations with our sister Republic of 
Mexico and the routh Americans; thut will enlarge our 
commerce with them: 2 man who understands what 
American manhood is,and who will in « proper way 
muke a citizen of the United stutes feel a pride in being 
u citizen, and that he will receive proper protection 
both at home and abroad. 

My fellow-citizens, the people of this country 
want a man thut will not only support and sustain their 
Constitution, but will faithfully and conscientiously 
execute the laws in all partscftheland, {Applause 
and cneers.) Believing that the American people 
want a man of the character I have deScribed, I 
may now say that such a man has been tound 
in the person of James G. Blaine. [loud cheers.) 
Fellow-citizens, when the Ides of November shall come 
the people of this great Kepublic will give not‘ce to the 
world that they have made him President,of the United 
States. [Great applause.) I do not hesitate to say 
that I feel honored in be ng associated with this your

THE INGALLS-BROWN WAR 


~~. —— 
A BAD DAY FOR GEORGIA’S 
SENIOR SENATOR. 

HE MAKES A FEEBLE REPLY TO ‘MR. 
INGALLS’S ATTACK AND JS AGAIN EX- 
CORIATED BY THE KANSAS SENATOR. 

Wasuixcton, June 17.—For the first 
time in many weeks the Senate Chamber was 
crowded with visitors to-day when the Chaplain 
made the opening prayer. The galleries were 
filled with interested men’'and women, while the 
floor looked as if the whole House of Repre- 
sentatives had dropped in to see what was 
goirg on. The attraction was the announce- 
ment that the personal. row between Senators 
Ingalls and Brown, begun by the former yester- 
day, would be fought to a finish to-day, Mr. 
Brown having the privilege of putting in the 
first blow. Assoon as the formality of reading 
the Journal of yesterday's proceedings had been 
attended to, the President recognized the Sena- 
tor from Georgia, and the Chamber became per- 
fectly quiet. ‘ 

Mr. Brown opened the second act of the wran- 
gle by asking the Secretary to read the record of 
yesterday’s proceedings containing the speech of 
Mr. Ingalls. While this was being done Mr. 
Brown spread out on his desk several pages of 
manuscript. He had reduced his remarks to 
writing, be explained, because he desired to keep 
within the rules of decorum. Theu he remon- 
strated against the use of insulting and uppro- 
brious language against a member of the Senate, 
who could not reply as the language deserved 
without violatingtherules. Mr. Ingalls’s speech, 
he declared, was a deliberately planned insult, 
and wasin defiance of the authority of the Chair. 
President Edmunds called Mr. Brown to order 
for this remark, and the Senator withdrew it, 
adding that he did not know what provocation 
he had given Mr. Ingalls. Mr. Brown remarked 
that it was usual to revise and correct the 
Record, and asserted that he had used the words 


Mr. Ingalls claimed had not been spoken. He 
was aware, however, that his voice was some- 
times inaudible and his lungs weak. He read the 
Record to show that his corrections were in ac- 
cord with the context, and asked if such cor- 
rections justified the violence of language and 
the rudeness of manner witnessed yesterday. 
Mr. Brown disclaimed any desire to vanquish Mr. 
Ingalls in debate.and said he would have corrected 
the remarks had the Kansas Senator privately 
asked him to do so. Again referring to the scene 
of yesterday, Mr. Brown asked whether it con- 
ferred dignity and respectability on the Senate 
to allow such an outrageous abuse of its priv- 
ileges. He added that he would not make the 
Senate the scene of u coarse personai quarrel, 
and that in contlict with brave men he had never 
been accused of cowardice. Then he cautiously 
intimated that nobody who looked at the Kansas 
Serator would be afraid of him. Mr. Brown told 
a little story about alamb reviling a wolf from 
a house top and pointed out that there was very 
little wolt in him and not much lamb in Mr. In- 
galls. Then he handed his speech to the stenog- 
rapher ana sat down. 

A buzz of conversation was heard around the 
Chamber for a moment, but it ceased when Mr. 
Ingalls slowly rose and obtained recognition 
from the Chair. The same close attention fol- 
lowed the Senator from Kansas that had been 
givento the Georgia Senator. If, Mr. Ingalls 
said, Mr. Brown would allow his remarks to 
stand as they were made he would be content, 
but if the Georgia Senator should interpolate or 
amend, or should wait to canvass the vote until 
the returns were all in. he should object. Those 
who knew Mr. Brown smiled at this little hit ata 
well-known incident in the Senator's career. The 
Senator from Georgia, Mr Ingalls went on to 
say, was peculiar. He thought the pen was 
mightier than the sword and the tongue. 
He was very courageous with his pen. 
Then Mr. Ingails went back to the 
original charge and declared that it was 
not a mere question of revision. The real ques- 
tion was, had the records been falsified by the 1n- 
terpolation of matter personal and offensive. 
His accusation was that Mr. Brown had, under 
the name of revision, inserted in the Record ex- 
pressions not uttered and not necessary to per- 
tect the argument. ‘“* The Senator,”’ Mr. Ingalls 
continued, ‘“‘says that in his opinion he used 
substantially the language I have read. The 
official reporter says he did not. There is no 
possibility of a misunderstanding. The reporter 
was near the Senator, and there is no hiatus in 
his notes to indicate that anything was left out. 
The language in the Record was not uttered, and 
against the incoherent assertions of the Sen- 
ator’s colleagues that they believe he said it I 
place the word of the reporter and my own 
declaration.” 

Mr. Morgan interrupted Mr. Ingalls to ask 
when the reporter made this statement, and the 
Senator answered, * This morning.”” Then Mr. 
Ingalls picked up a sheet of manuscript, and, 
with the remark that he supposed Mr. Brown 
would not deny his own hand-writing, he point- 
ed out the interlined corrections made by the 
Georgia Senator. “It was,” said Mr. Ingalls, a 
personal remark, intended to be personal; it 
was derogatory; it was disparaging: it was in 
violation of the privileges of debate: it wus a 
breach of the courtesy of the Senate; it was not 
what would have occurred 1n ordinary inter- 
course between one gentleman and another.” 

President Edmunds brought his gavel down at 
this point, and declarea that remark out of order. 

| withdraw it,” exclaimed Mr. Ingalls, ‘and 
it will not appear in the Record to-morrow.” 

The Kansas Senator admitted that corrections 
of Grammar and punctuation in the Record were 
proper enough, but be contended that to say the 
authority to revise permitted the insertion of 
personal remarks not bearing upon the argu- 
ment was utterly to destroy the value of the 
records. If Mr. Brown wanted to insert words 
to which he (Ingalis) might want to reply, 
his proper course would have been to give the 
Senator notice. Mr. Ingalls gave an illustration 
of what would not be proper to insert in the 
Record, which made everybody in the chamber 
draw along breath, for 1t was at once seen to be 
unmistakably personal to Mr. Brown. “ Sup- 
pose,” said Mr. Ingalls, “that on some subse- 
quent occas on, when the distant Territory of 
Alaska has become a State and is represented in 
this Senate, Ishould insert some personal and 
offensive remarks in the record of a debate. Sup- 
pose J should write into the proceedings of the day 
that the Senator from Alaska wasasanctimonious 
hypocrite; that he was forever washing bis 
hands with invisible soap and imperceptible 
water, and he was not very clean, morally. After 
that, suppose I should characterize him as the 
Uriah Heep of the Senate. as the Joseph Surface 
of American politics, as a sniveling political 
Pecksniff, who had belonged te every political 
party in his life-time, and to none which he did 
not betray. would that be within the province of 
debate? Would that be in iccord with the pro- 
prieties of legislative proceedings *”’ 

Thesensation which greeted this was so marked 
that Mr. Ingulls thought it wise expressly to dis- 
claim any. personal reference in his illustration. 
A remark which only made the purvose of the 
Senator more apparent. Mr. Ingalls concluded 
as follows: “Sotfaras the imputations of the 
Senator upon my personal courage and apnear- 
ance are concerned, I ber to say to him that I 
here distinctly avow all that [ have hitherto said 
in any sense that he sees fit to take it, and I do 
not shrink behind the privileges of this chamber. 
That is all I wish to say.” 

** Petitions and memorials are now in order,” 
President Edmunds announced, and the crowds 
on the fioor and in the galleries began to hurry 
away. While everything was in confusion Mr. 
Hampton told the Senate he had heard Mr. 
Brown use the words complained of by Mr. 

Mr. Brown nervously looked over his 
mail, and Mr. Ingalls, in his most impressive 
manner, presented several remonstrances against 
the passage of a certain bill. Within five min- 
utes the Senate had settled down to its normal 
condition of prosy dullness. Later in the day, at 
the suggestion of Mr. Sherman, Mr. Ingalls’s res- 
olution to expunge the disputed language from 
the Record was Inid upon the table. There was 
no opposition to this action. 


THE PROSPECTS FOR ADJOURNMENT. 

Although the House of Rrepresentatives 
has invited the Senate to agree to adjourn the 
present session of;Congress on the last day of this 
month, no Senator or Representative expects 
the end will come before a week from that time, 
while most of them would be glad if they were 
sure to get away by the middleof July. The 
Republican majority in the Senate does not seem 
to be in the mood to rush things, and has 
given no assurance of its purpose regarding 
adjournment. The most definite information 
thus far given out is the declaration of Senator 
Allison, Chairman of ttre Appropriations Com- 
mittee, who says tbat the Senate wil! not consent 
to fix the closing day until the last appropria- 
tion bill has been passed by both houses and re- 
ceived the signature of President Edmunds. In 
view of the present condition of the apprupria- 
tion bills, this is a discouraging statement for 
aap are anxious to get away from the 
capital.

A WIFE-MURDERER HANGED. 


CANADIAN JUSTICE METED OUT TO LUKE 
PHIPPS. 

Detroit, Mich., June 17.—On the evening 
of Aug. 10, 1883, Mrs. Luke Phipps, of this city. 
took the steam ferry-boat Hope, at the foot of 
Woodward-avenue, to go to Windsor, Ontario, 
on the opposite side of the river. Just before the 
boat left the dock, her husband, excited with 
liquor, rushed on board and spoke to his wife in 
alow tone. Loud and angry wordsfollowed {irom 
both. The boat had left the dock and was well 
on her way across the river, when the pas- 
sengers were startled by the report of a 
revolver. The report was followed by a scream 
and Mrs. Phipps, pursued by her infuriated bhus- 
band, rushed wildly from one end of the boat to 
the other, crying, ** Murder! Murder! Save me! 
Save me!’ A second report followed the first, 
and Mrs. Phipps sank to the deck and died, botn 


shots having taken effect. Phipps denounced 
the woman who lay dead at his feet as his 
unfaithful wife. He was led from the boat by 
some of the passengers, who turned him over to 
the Canadian officers. Phipps was taken to Sand- 
wich Jail and locked up. As time passed he 
began to realize the enormity of nis crime. 
Sleepless nights and worrying reduced him in 
tiesh and he became nervous and anxious. Late 
in the Fall he, with other prisoners, planned and 
eifected an escape. He came to this city, where 
he remained two days. He wandered to Chica- 
go, became the manager of a billiard and pool 
room at Pullman, Ill., where he was recognized a 
few months after. The authorities were in- 
formed, his arrest followed, and, after a strenu- 
ous resistance and an appeal to Washington, 
he was extradited. His trial and conviction 
soon tollowed and sentence of death was pro- 
nounced, the execution being set for to-day. 
nee was married in 1870, in Spencerport, N. 
Y., his wife being the adopted daughter of Will- 
iam Brown,a prominent citizen of that place. 
Brown set Phipps up in the billiard saloon busi- 
ness. Subsequently Phipps came to this city 
and became connected witha large billiard sa- 
loon. Three children had been born to them. 
He had acquired drinking habits. grown abusive 
toward his wife,and he charged her with im- 
proper intimacy with an employe of the saluon 
where he worked. A separation followed. 

Since his conviction Phipps has muintained a 
cheerful demeanor. Last night he spent till 
after 11 o’clock talking calmly and cheerfully 
with friends who had visited him. About mid- 
night he retired to his cell and sient, apparently, 
till 4 o’clock. when he rose, took a bath, and 
dressed himself. At 6 o'clock he took break- 
fast, eating sparingly, insisting upcn the Kev. 
Mr. Gray, of Windsor, wh» had arrived, eating 
with him, From that time until 10 o’clock he 
engaged in quite an animated conversation 
on religious and general topics with Mr. 
Gray and others who had come to see him. 
At 10 o’clock the officers appeared and pinioned 
his arms. The procession then formed, headed 
by the Sheriff, and marched to the jail-yard, 
where the scaffold was erected. The doomed 
man, sustained on either side by Mr. Gray and 
another friend, marched up the steps of the 
scaffold with unfaltering steps. He returned 
tkanks to his friends for all their kindness to 
him and then repeated the Lord’s Prayer. The 
black cap was then drawn over his face, Mr. 
Gray patted nim caressingly on the shoulder, 
the bolt was drawn, and the body was instantly 
shot down through the trap, The neck was 
broken by the fall and death quickly resulted, 

NES a RIM 
DEATH FROM LEPROSY. 

New-Or.eans, La., June 17.—John Sei- 
bert, aged 25, who was admitted to the Charity 
Hospital, Feb. 23, died last evening of what the 
physicians diagnosed as leprosy, an event the 
patient had prayed for with earnestness forsome 
time. About a year ago the unmistakable symp- 
toms of the terrible disease first appeared. Sei- 
bert had been engaged in hauling dead cattle to 
bone yards, or fertilizer factories, and'the disease 


was attributed to handling the carrion. When 
he first became aware that he had been seized 
with the loathsome disease he went to New- 
York, where he consulted the most eminent 
physicians and placed himseif under their 
treatment. They afforded him no relief and 
he gradually became worse. Aware of the 
inability of the physicians to cope with the in- 
curable disease, he returned to his home here. 
He consulted various physicians, but could ob- 
tain no relief. In February last he became des- 
—— and determined to put an end to his life, 

ut was prevented from so doing by his rela- 
tives. He repeated this attempt several times. 
but was so closely watched that his efforts were 
futile. Once he boarded a ferry-boat, and when 
the vessel was in mid-stream he leaped over- 
board, but boats were lowered and he was 
rescued and taken to the Churity Hospital, where 
he remained until death relieved him. His limbs 
were terribly distorted, and his face swollen 
until his most intimate friends could scarcely 
have recognized bim.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


FRANCE AND THE EGYPTIAN CON- 
FERENCE. 

THE FUNCTIONS OF THE CAISSE DE LA DETTE 
PUBLIQUE — FRANCE DETERMINED TO 
ENFORCE THE ENGLISH CONTRACT, 

Paris, June 17.—The République Fran- 
gaise declares that France will not consent toa 
reduction of the interest on the Egyptian debt. 
The Journal des Débats says that no political 
concession by England will induce France to re- 
nounce her right to insure respect for a contract 
which was conciuded with a moral guarantee of 
the powers. 

The Caisse de la Dette Publique, which is to be 
the foundation of the multiple control over 
Egypt, and which is to cease to be a mere 
bank and is to have new and extend- 
ed authority, will be composed of six 
members—two English, two French, one 
Austrian, and one Italian. Germany and 
Russia will demand membership on the ground 
of the extension of the functions of the caisse. 
The financial houses of London and Paris chiefly 


concerned in the Egyptian debt deny that a re- 
duction of interest, either privileged or unified, 
has been proposed. France offers to guarantee a 
new loan with England.

BROKER MOON ARRESTED. 


CHARGED WITH AIDING A BANK TELLER TO 
DEFRAUD THE BANK. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 17.—Siuce the 
arrest of Stanley, the defaulting Paving Teller of 
the National Bank of Commerce, the officers of 
the bank have been trying to discover the broker 
with whom Stanley deait. The actions of Mr. 
Edward L. Moon, a prominent broker in the 
city, led to the belief that he was the man. Private 
consultations were held with him by bank officers, 
and Mr. Moon left rather suddenly for Chicago 
afew daysago. It wasthought by many at the 
time that he had left to return no more.. He re- 
mained away, however, but a day or two. It 


was then considered that he went to Chicago to 
confer with some broker there in regard to a set- 
tlement with the bank, if such a step became 
necessary. United States District Attorney 
ya es and the bank officers have been con- 
sidering the advisability of arresting Moon, since 
it became definitely known that he was the 
broker with whom Stanley had been dealing. 
It was learned that he had frequently shown to 
other brokers large bills which are not generally 
in circulation, but are usually to be found only 
among bank reserves, and he had also shown to 
them large orders for wheat, such as are seldom 
taken ina city likethis. It wasaiso learned that 
Stanley trequently met the broker, not at his 
otlice, but at some designated place after dark, 
and paid over to him the heavy losses which he 
sustained, the money coming directly from the 
bank vault, and consisting of crisp new bills 
that had never been folded. 

The defaulting Teller at first refused even to 
disclose the nameof any person with whom he 
had been rong and so jong as he naintained 
that position the thought of arresting Moon 
could not be entertained. Stanley was fre- 
quently spoken to upon the subject, and he hus 
at last agreed to testify against the broker far 
enough to enable the District Attorney to make 
out a case. The warrant was accordingly 
made out and United States Deputy Mar- 
sha! Odell went to Moon's office on Water- 
street and arrested him about 11 o’clock to-day. 
He was taken to the Marshal’s office in com- 
pany with Attorney Saunders. The warrant 
charges Moon with aiding and abetting Stanley 
in defrauding the bank. and it was made out 
under the latter part of section 5,509 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. This is also the section under 
which Stanley himself was arrested. It fixes 
the punishment of offenses of this kind 
at imprisonment in the penitentiary for 
not less than 56 ears nor more than 
10. Commissioner White set the preliminar 
hearing for 2 o'clock Saturday afternoon, wit 
preliminary bail at $10,000. Moon my he 
could procure this if given a little time. e was 
granted thereqguest,and Deputy Marshal Odell 
accompanied him in search of sureties, in order 
that he ~—s not go behind the bars if he could 
avoid it. fter visiting a number of his friends 
he failed toget themtogoonhis bond and is 
now in jail. 

Edward Schwartz, book-keeper for Collins, the 
stock broker, was also arrested this afternoon 
and lodged in jail. Schwartz stands charged with 
the same crime—abetting the defaulting Teller. 
It is said he made deals for Stanley with his 
brother in Chicago. Stanley will testify against 
both parties. 


A THREE-MILE BOAT-RACE. 


A CLOSE CONTEST IN WHICH HOSMER DE- 
FEATS HAMM. 

Boston, Mass., June 17.—Hosmer defeat- 
ed Hamm in the three-mile race with three 
turns at the Point of Pines this afternoon by a 
little over two lengths in 23:40. The race was 
for $500 a side and an added purse of $500. About 
5,000 spectators were present. It was nearly 
7 o’clock when Referee Rankin deciced 
that the water was sufficiently smooth: for 


the race, and then the men were tardy 
in coming to the starting-point. When the word 
was given Hosmer took the water very quickly, 
and with a few strokes gained a lead at the start 
ot' halfalength. Hamm began at the start with 
a steady pull, which he maintained throughout. 
The men kept almost exactly abreast until when 
pore J the first turn at the three-quuar- 
ter-mile stake Hamm spurted and took a 
slight lead. He rowe too far beyond 
the buoy, however, and Hosmer was skillful 
enough to turnin time to come abreast of his 
opponent as they started for the second buoy. 

osmer reached the second buoy a length in tne 
lead. The mile and a half was turned in 
11:20.. After leaving the second buoy Hamm 
began to close up the lead that Hos- 
mer had gained, and very soon. passed him.

When 
abreast of the buoy Hamm saw his mistake, and 
instead of turning Hosmer’s buoy, as he hada 
right to do under the rules, he rowed over to his 
own buoy on the outside of the course and turned 
it, while Hosmer, who was near his own turning 
stake, quickly took advantage of his opponent's 
error, and making a quick turn started away on 
the home stretch with a lead of three lengths. 
Hamm rowed hard to retrieve his misfortune, 
but Hosmer spurted gallantly and crussed the 
line with his ——_ two lengths behind. In 
the early pools before the race Hamm sold for 
$20 to $18 for Hosmer, but afterward the betting 
was even.

AN INGENIOUS GAMBLING-MACHINE. 

CLEVELAND, June 17.—S. R. Armington, 
a broker of No. 155 Water-street, Loren Camp- 
bell. and H. E. Stein, clerks, were arrested at 
noon to-day on the charge of keeping gambling 
apparatus. The store on Water-street was 
opened a few weeks ago, the men coming 
from Chicago, as the “Public Board of 


Trade.’ There was no_ teiegraph com- 
munication, and the markets were regu- 
lated by machinery. The “enunciator,” as 
the apparatus is called, 1s run by clockwork 
and heavy weights. These are wound up and 
business begins. The front of the machine is of 
plain Japanned iron. In it are cut two slats. 
One is labeled “‘ advance,” the other * decline.” 
Back of the machine runs a long, narrow box, 
filled with cards, printed “pork,” “wheat,” 
“oats.” “corn,” &c. Under each are small 
figures, from % up. Every half minute 
the clock which surmounts the machine rings 
a bell, lifts a lever, the weight falls, and a card 
drops into one or the other of the slots, as luck 
may guide it. Bets are made, for instance, that 
oats will rise in price. The machinery revolves 
and a card lettered * oats 44” drops into the *‘ad- 
vance” slot. The better wins. Bets can be made 
every halt minute, or 600 “deals” an hour. The 
machine is a beautiful piece of mechanism and 
now ornaments Deputy Superintendent McMa- 
hon’s office, in the Central station. The broker 
and his clerks were put behind the bars in default 
of bail.

AN INSURANCE COMPANY’S TROUBLES. 

ATLANTA, Ga., June 17.—It is predicted 
that the Southern Mutual Insurance Company, 
whose business has been so crippled by the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court, may never 
issue another policy. A prominent insurance 
man says: “It has already issued orders to its 
agents to take no more policies. I don't 


see how it can go ahead. The Supreme 
Court has ordered its surplus distributed 
down to about $200,000. That is not sufficient 
for safety, and the conservative men who man- 
age it know this. They carry about $20,000,000 of 
risks, all of which are centred in Georgina. A 
tire in Augusta or Savannah might inflict a loss 
of $200, If they accumulatea Jarger surplus 
they will be attacked again and forced to 
divide again. From what | know of the gentle- 
men in charge of the company, I believe they 
will surrender their business rather than run it 
under such supervision and restriction. I be- 
lieve the managers of that company, with the 
Directors, will organize a stock company and 
start anew. They would hold the buik of the 
Southern mutual business. As this is now about 

250,000 a year in premiums, it will be seen that 
it is worth holding.”

A MISSISSIPPI TUG-BOAT DISASTER. 

NeEw-ORLEANS, June 17.—The steam-tug 
W.-M. Woods was coming up from the sea last 
evening, having in tow the American bark Bris- 
tol, fronr New-York, laden with slate. They had 
reached Twelve-mile Point, below the city, when 
the bark ran aground on the flats. The tug 
sheered off and attempted to pull the bark into 
deep water, when the tug rolled over and sank 
in 12 fathoms of water. There were seven per- 
sons on board at the time, of whom Pilot Jake 
Felsher and Engineers Ned Roberts and Joseph 
McGulligan were drowned. _The Captain, Bob 
Plant, firemen, and deck hands were saved. The 
bark received no injury, and will be pulled off in 
a day or two.

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{EVE OF THE CONVENTION. 


SARATOGA MADE LIVELY BY 
CROWDS OF DEMOCRATS. 
FLOWER’S FRIENDS AND CLEVELAND’S OP 
PONENTS STILL BOASTFUL—HOW THB 

SITUATION LOOKED LAST NIGHT. 

SaRaToGA, June 17.—From early mori 
till sundown the Democrats poured into the 
village. Many of them came up the river on the 
Albany boat. The poet Geogheghan and Police 
Justice John J. Gorman, of Tammany; Excise 
Commissioner Haughton, Ed Moore, of Rich- 
mond; Ben Downing, of Queens, breathing 
threatenings and slaughter against the Governor, 
who removed nim from the District Attorney’s: 
office on charges reflecting gravely upon his 
probity, and Cupt. Isaiah Rynders, of the old red 
sandstone period, who doubts the advisability of 
putting Cleveland in the Presidential race, were 
among the arrivals by this route. The western 
delegates and delegates from the southegn and 
northern tiers next put in an appear- 
ance. At the head of the Erie delega- 
tion was the Governor's former law part- 
ner, Mr. Bissell, a heavy-weight, who tips 
the beam at 300 or thereabouts. Editor Mc- 
Cune, of the Buffalo Courier; John Wiley, 
and Senator Titus, who is reported to be the 
most persistent grumbler in the western end of 
the State, were with him. William A. Poucher, 
of Oswego; J. C. Tuman, of the Flower boom 
in the Broome district; George Raines, and 
Editor Purcell, who are bitterly contesting the 
right to control the Monroe district; Liéut.- 
Gov. Hill, with Bacon, his constant companion, 
and Daniel Magone, wlio will contest the seats of 
the Flower delegates in St. Lawrence County, 
with every probability in favorof his winning 
the fight, all wandered up and down the cor- 
ridors of the United States Hotel. Deputy State 
Treasurer E. K. Apgar pushed the Cleveland 
boom and predicted that there would be one 
result of the convention, and that would be in 
favor of the Governor. 

The Flower head-quarters were thronged with 
visitors,some of them Flower delegates, othera 
kickers against the Manning régime, and not @ 
few curious to see and hearin conversation the 
man who seriously considers himself a candidate 
for Presidential honors. A great deal of wild 
talk was heard at these head-quarters, and some 
persons came away actually impressed with the 
idea that Mr. Flower has control of the conven- 
tion and the State’s 72 delegates to Chicago. 
Whole delegations were claimed that in the 
afternoon, when the delegates arrived and spoke 
for themselves, melted completely away. 
When some of the delegates began to 
compare notes and relate their experiences 
of the past few weeks they were surprised to 
find how much false information had been cir- 
culated throughout the State as to their prefer- 
ences. ** Why,” said one man, “I saw a news- 
paper dispatch sent from our district conven- 
tion, which concluded with these words: * Dele- 
gates instructed,’ which was the fact. The next 
morning the newspapers all printed the dispatch, 
with this concluding sentence: ‘* Delegates all 
for Flower.’ I am under the impression that 
there must have been a systematic attempt made 
to doctor the news in favor of Flower all over 
the State.” 

The special train bearing the Tammany braves 
tore over the country at terrific speed, beating 
the time of the limitea express between New- 
York and Albany. Grand Marshal Brennan was 
ina rage all the way from Troy to Saratoga, 
and threatened to stow away the conductor, tho 


was a small man,in his coat pocket and keep 
him there till after the convention was over. 
The. conductor had declined to go back to 
Troy when it was discovered that the Tam- 
many band and about 60 of the braves 
had been left in the station. No parade 
could be held without music, and the 
braves, instead of proudly marching to the 
hotels,-scattered and took their way through the 
nearest streets. There was an interchange of 
Teutonic and Celtic compliments when the musi- 
cians arrived on alater train. About 400 of the 
braves formed in line at sundown and marched 
till the street lamps were lighted. All the old 
familiar faces were in line. Gen. Spinolg, 
who has removed a story and a half from h 
shirt-collar within a year, marched side by 
side with ex-Sheriff Jimmy O’Brien, who 
took advantage of this opportunity to _con- 
ceal the real strengtn of the independents 
by consolidating them with the Tammany 
column. Bank Superintendent Paine, Major 
Haggerty, ex-Senator Grady, Police Commis- 
sioner Sydney Nichols, Paddy Burns, Police Jus- 
tice Gorman, Maurice Hollahan, Senators Cul- 
len and Plunkitt kept step with the * buys” whe 
do the voting and shouting and bulldozing in 
the city districts. The Flower head-quarters 
was aresort for many Tammany men during the 
afternoon. The big chief, accompanied by his 
private secretary, Coi. John H. Mooney, was 
driven to the seclusion of the Windsor Hotel. 
The big chief did not participate in the parade. 

The County Democracy contingent, about 200 
strong, reached the village without having lefta 
single one of its oilice-holders or musicians any- 
where on the route. it is not the custom with 
the members of this organization ever to leave 
anytbing worth taking or ever to be left them- 
selves it they can avoid it. The band struck up 
“Baby Mine,’ and the heroes of a hundred hbat- 
tles behind ballot-boxes stepped briskly down 
the village streets.. Ex-Alderman Kenny was 
the Grand Marshal. Assembiyman “Jimmy” 
Oliver and Mr.‘ Fatty” Walsh marched arm in 
arm. Behind them came the stately Martine, 
of the Purroy organization, the big ex- 
Senator, “Mike” Norton, Col. Jonn R, 
Fellows, the portly Costigan, and his nimble As- 
semblyman Costello. The Albany phalanx also 
paraded’an organization composed of the pick of 
the Manning forces in Albany. Each man wore 
a high white hat, a black broadcloth suit, a 
choker collar, and a bouquet at bis coat lapel, 
and each man swung a malacca cane. Senator 
Lansing and Assemblyman Maher were in the 
column. There was some aversion exhibited to- 
ward the use of the choker collar by the short- 
necked members of the organization, who were 
unaccustomed to these evidences of civilization, 
and a special meeting of the phalanx was neces- 
sary to overcome it. 

Daniel Mauning, Congressman Dorsheimer and 
his partner, Mr. Bacon, ex-Mayor Cooper, Eras- 


tus Corning, Bank Superintendent Paine, Attor- ° 


ney-General Dennis O’Brien, and the Bounding 
Beebe, all friends of Gov. Cleveland, came up on 
the afternoon train and registered at the United 
States. They were compeLed to wait 40 minutes 
at Waterford forthe Tammany special with its 
whooping braves to pass. Hubert O. Thompson, 
ex-Senator Fitzgerald, and Senator Tim Camp- 
bell were also among the afternoon arrivals, 

The Kings County malcontents spent a great 
deal of the day around the Flower head-quarters. 
Senator Jacobs and ex-Assemblyman John W, 
Douglass voiced the opposition to Gov. Cleve- 
land. The Senator was coddiled by the Flower 
men, and told that he shouid be their choice for 
temporary Chairman if they concluded to make 
a fight on that point. Boss McLaughlin had not 
rrrived at a late hour to-night, and his chief 
lieutenant, ex-Warden Sheviin, said he did not 
expect him. In his absence Mr. Shevlin will 
direct the delegation. It is opposed, he said. to 
the national delegates being instructed for any- 
body. He said he did not expect to see much of 
Flower in the result of the convention. Kings 
County had always been in sympathy with the 
Manning forces, he said, and he intimated that 
the present occasion would furnish no exception 
to the rule. : 

The Manning people see nothing in the situa- 
tion to-night which warrants them in chang- 
ing the opinion that they have held trom 
the first, and that is that they will con- 
trol the convention and that Gov. Cleveland 
will be the Presidential choice of a large majority 
ot the New-York delegation to Chicago. That 
they will have any such majority as 100. as has 
been claimed by some of the most sanguine, 
is not for a moment believed by those who 
have given the subject serious thought. After 
allowing the Flower forces every doubtful 
delegate, and giving them the vote of 
Tamman Hall, it is impossible for the 
Cleveland managers to see where more than 146 
of the 384 delegates can fall to Flower. Even 
this strength is composed of many delegates 
who are not in favor of Flower as a 
Presidential quantity. He rather represents the 
opposition to Manning, and his camp is there- 
fore a refuge for all the disaffected. Mr. 
Kelly, for instance, laughs at the Flower 
movement, though Tamiuany’s delegates may 
nominally indorsed it. So far as can be T- 
tained, Mr. Kelly’s first choice is Senator 
Bayard, though he has admitted within 1 
days that perhaps, under all the circum- 
stances, it would be better for Mr. Cleveland 
to be selected as the standard-bearer of the Dem- 
ocracy. But Mr. Kelly’s course in this convention 
will be largely determined by the convention's 
course toward fe ny © all. Congressman 
Perry Belmont reached Saratoga to-night, and 
was closeted with Mr. Kelly long enough to urge 
that something be done for the Bayard boom 
which he is striving to erect.

Mr. Van Wyck 
moved to defer the settlement of the ques- 
tion until to-morrow, but by a vote of 
ll to 21, Mr. Manning voting in the affirma- 
tive, this was iost. Senator Grady’s propo- 
sition, to give Tammany 30 delegates, 
the County Democracy 80, and Irving Hall 12, 
was voted down by 19to 15. The aftirmatives 
were Messrs. Merritt Adams, (in place of Jacobs,) 
Van Wyck, Shevlin, (in place of Kiernan,) and 
McCarron. The four members from 
Kings; Murphy, Grady, Nichols, Cockran, 
(in place ef Cahbill,) of New-York; Ed- 
ward Murphy, of ‘Troy: Dodge, H. D. 
Nelson, (in place of Scramling,) Davis, Poucher, 
and Faulkner. The negatives were cast by 
Cooner, Keenan, Whitney, and Thompson of 
New-York; Williamson, Mason, John O’Brien, 
Cox, Manning, Buell, Sawyer, Jones, Kirk, 
MaAagone, (in place of Adrian 8. Tuttle,) Walker, 
Raines, McCune, Willy, and Ainsly. The 
vote is regarded as ossessing no other 
ignificance than that Mr. Manning still controls 
the State Committee. On any other question 
vital to the Manning supremacy some of those 
who cast affirmative votes would be recorded 
with Manning and his friends. 

The Purcell-Raines contest in Monroe was 
settled by admitting the contestants and giving 
the six delegates one-half vote each. The same 
course was pursued in the case of the nine con- 
testants sent by Magonein St. Lawrence. As- 
semblyman William E. Smith, of Clinton, was 
selected as temporary Chairman, and the com- 
mittee adjourned til! to-morrow morning. 

Tammany’s case is by no means settled by the 
action of the committee. It is simply decided 
that she will be admitted to the convention with 
24 delegates, while the County Democracy 
will retain its 38 delegates and Irving 
Hall its 10. Tammany will take her case 
into the convention, and the arguments for 
increased representation will be heard by the 
Contested Seats Committee. It was decidedafter 
the mecting that the concession will be granted. 
It was also decided that the delegation shall be 
instructed to vote as a unit at Chicago, though 
no instructions for Cleveland will be attempted. 
The Tammany heelers spread the story that 
John Kelly had ordained that Tammany will bolt 
unless she gets what she wants. This was calcu- 
lated to throw the weaklings into hyster- 
ics. Mr. Kelly, in an interview, said ver 
promptly that Tammany was dissatisfied wit 
the committee’s action, and that she would 
go before the convention with her claim. But 
that Tammany does not seriously contemplate 
any rash actionis indicated by her resolution of 
last Saturday night, in which the braves declared 
that they should take their demand to 
the National Convention should the State 
Convention refuse to recognize it. Mr. 
Kelly was discreet enough, as usual, to leave an 
atmosphere of mystery about Tammany’s prob- 
able course in the event of her failure to 
get what sbe wants to-morrow. If Tam- 
many bolts it will be accepted as in- 
disputable evidence that a deal has been 
effected between Tammany and the Blaine Re- 
publicans in New-York City. That portion of 
Tammany here to-night which talks so loudly 
pbout bolting is composed of the very men of 
the organization who are open to purchase like 
any other Hessians. 

ohn Kelly declared positively to an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter to-night that if the con- 
vention upholds the apportionment of delegates 
from New-York the Tammany Hal! delegates 
will not enter the convention, but will take the 
first train for home.

From Another Correspondent. 

A seeker after truth. or anything ap- 
yroaching the truth, has a hard time in Saratoga 
just now. It is doubtful whether a political con- 
vention, or any other kind of gathering, was ever 
held in this State where the opposing forces that 
compose it differed so widely in their estimates of 
their relative strength. A visit to the Cleveland 
head-guarters, presided over by Chairman Dan 
Manning, or to the Flower head-quarters, where 
Flower himself presides, will leave the seeker 
after facts in such a bewildered state of 
mind that he can hardly distinguish truth 
from falsehood. The only distinct impres- 
jion he gets is that one or the other 
side is doing a vast amount of lying, or 
else that it is egregiously deceived. The Cleve- 
land men claim to have 1s0 out of the 384 dele- 
gates that are to compose the convention, with- 
out counting New-York or Kings Counties. The 
Flower men are equally positive that they have 
175 delegates, exclusive of those counties. If 
aither were right, or anywhere near it, they 
would of course control the convention. It is 
aoticeable that the Cleveland men claim a 
large number of delegates whom they admit 
were elected and some of them instructed for 
Fiower as second choice, the first choice 
being, as in the case of many of the Cleve- 
land delegates, Samuel J. Tilden. By what 
process Mr. Manning has been able to steal 
60 many of Flower’s chickens, the of course does 
not divulge. but he insists that he has them. The 
Flower men, on the other hand, while admitting 
that the enemy has captured a few of their dele- 
putes. still claim that they have enough left to 
101d the convention, with or without Kings 
County, being sure, as they say, of 30 Tammany 
votes.

Mr. William Bourke 
Cockran, of New-York, arose and asked for the 
reading of the following resolution: 
TAMMANY HALL, June 17, 

At a meeting of the Committee on Organization of 
the Tammany Hall Generali Committee of the City of 
New-York held June 4, 1684, vhe following preamble 
and resolution were offered by ex-Congressman P. 
Henry Dugro: 

Whereas, The Democratic-Republican organization 
of the city of New-York, commonly known as the Tam- 
mafiy Hail Democracy, has for the last two years ac- 
cepted a minority representation in the State Conven- 
tion, viz., 24 delegates out of the 72 allotted to this 
county; and 

Whereas, It bas been demonstrated by every experi- 
ence which the party hasfeained at successive elections 
that a majority of the Democratic voters of this city 
are embraced within the said organization; and 

Whereas, The acceptance by this o ization of 
such minority representation was a sacrifice of natural 
rights to conciliation of the discordant elements into 
which the party was then divided; and 

Whereas, The various branches of the Democracy 
are now happily reunited in the one common purpose 
of redeeming the Government of the country from the 
maladministration under which it has suffered from the 
predomination of the Republican Party; therefore 

Resolved, That representation in proportion to nu- 
merical preponderance is a fundamental doctrine of 
sound Democracy andan essentia) element of repre- 
sentative government, and therefore’ this organization 
demands of the Democratic State Convention 
the application of this principle to its own 
constitution, and submits to the judgment of the 
party its right to a representation in that body, at least 
equal in numbers to that of any other organization in 
this city, and that such representation be accorded as a 
matter of right and justice to the voters whom it rep- 
resents, and without any invidious distinction as to 
regularity. 
wee following amendment was offered by Col. E. T. 

Jood: 

Resolved, That the Tammany Hall delegation to the 
State Convention demand an equal representation 
therein with the County Democracy, and will accept no 
other, and that if our Just demands are denied us we 
will appeal to the councils of our party in the Nation. 

The resolutions as amended were adopted. 

Mr. Murphy, of New-York, spoke in favor of 
the resolutions, and was cheered. Mr. Whitney, 
of New-York, said they must not pass upon the 
Tammany Hall delegation to-night: that the 
County Democracy must be heard, and that the 
State Convention had heretofore relieved them 
of discussion in regard to contested seats. For the 
last three years, Mr. Whitney said, the State Von- 
vention had divided the districts, and a certain 
number of delegates was allowed to each, but 
the State Committee was without authority to 
act in the matter. He urged that since 1879 
the State Committee had not dared to take 
it upon themselves to act against the con- 
vention. Mr. Thomas F. Grady, of New- 
York, said that in 1881 the State Committee 
decided that there should be allowed to Tam- 
many and Irving Hail no representation; that 
the organization known as the Count em- 
ocracy comprised the full vote of the city. He 
urged that,in according exclusive admittance 
to the County Democracy, a great many 
Democratic voters were denied representa- 
tion. Tammany Halil asked no _ conces- 
sion. Its declaration was merely intended 
asa plain statement of its position, which it be- 
lieved every member of the State Committee 
was entitled to know. We are here, he 
said, to ask of the State Committee that 
in the reliminary roll—the roll of 
the Committee on Credentials and Perma- 
nent Organization—we shall have the same 
representation as our neighbors; and then we 
will go home feeling that they are ping our 
friends. AndI don’t think they will do better 
work for whoever is the nominee of the conven- 
tion for Judge of the Court of Appeals, or who- 
ever may be the nominee at Chicago for Presi- 
dent of the United States, than Tammany Hall 
has done in the past or will do in the tuture.” 

William C. Whitney then offered the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, That the action of the last State Conven- 
tion in apportioning the representation of New-York 
be adopted in making up the preliminary roll. 

Ve B. Cockran said that Tammany Hall want- 

a perfect understanding, and that there could 
be no union svringing from a truce, bargain, or 
concession. 

After a long discussion Mr. Whitney’s motion 
was carried by a vote of 19 to 15.

WATCHING EVENTS IN WASHINGTON 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—No political con- 
versations took place at the capital to-day that aid 
not rest mainly or wholly upon the probable out- 
come of the Saratoga Convention. It was uni- 
versally felt that upon the result of that conven- 


tion depended the choice of the Democrats at 
Chicago, and many believed that upon it also 
depended the possibility of defeating the Repub- 
lican candidate for President. ‘the greatcst 
anxiety was shown by the Democrats to 
know just what were the intentions of John 
Kelly, and the information received on that 
point was not definite enough to satisfy the in- 
quirers. The majority, however, seemed to think 
.elly’s attitude would depend chiefly upon what 
dg in the way of representation at Saratoga 
and the assurances he might receive as to, the 
Mayoralty and other local offices in New-York 
City. Some of the Democrats were a little 
worried over the astonishing claims of strength 
made by the perennial Flower, but everywhere 
were heard repetitions of the declaration 
that no matter if New-York went to 
Chicago solid for, him, Flower would not 
be considered in the National Convention. 
There was a slight rise in the hopes of Mr. 
Bayard’s friends in both houses of Congress, 
caused by encouraging reports from New-York, 
forecasting the defeat of the unit rule at Sara- 
toga, which result, the Delaware Senator's friends 
say, would give him a fair proportion of the 
New-York seepetns to Chicago, and thus provide 
a nucleus for his friends from the South and 
other sections to rally around. Gen. Ben Butler 
was at the Capitol for several hours, and 
spent some time in the marble room of the 
Senate, where he chatted freely with Democratio 
Senators. He disposed very summarily of the 
strength of Messrs. Bayard and Cleveland as can- 
didates. Asto Cleveland, he referred inquirers 
for his opinions to his own interview in THE 
New-YoOrK Times of this morning. Bayard, he 
said, would beastrong candidate with the club 
people, the dilettanti class, ** but,” the General 
added, “those are not the people of the United 
States. In our form of government the best peo- 
ple are the most people. The coral, one of 
the most elaborate of growths, is made by 
midgets.” Representative Ellis, of Louisiana, 
thinks that if the New-York convention shall 
designate a preference, or the New-York delega- 
tion to Chicago shall practically centre upon a 
candidate, that candidate will be nominated.

THE CONTEST FOR THE INDIANA 
GOVERNORSHIP. 
ASSEMBLING OF REPUBLICAN DELEGATES AT 

INDIANAPOLIS—CONGRESSMAN CALKINS 
THE PROBABLE NOMINEE. 
INDIANAPOLIS, June 17.—Already more 
than half of the 1,157 delegates to the Republican 
State Convention have arrived, and all are ex- 
pected to-morrow. The candidates are all on 
hand, Commissioner Dudley being the last to 
arrive, at midnight. There was no change in the 
situation to-day, and the only feature was the 
attempt to start a boom for Postmaster-General 
Gresham for Governor. This was based upon a 
letter received by John Hayden, of Fort Wayne, 
who wrote asking if he would accept the nom- 


ination, and Gen. Gresham answered substan- 
tially: “The field is already pretty well occu- 
pied, and it might bea little fresh to introduce 
a new candidate, but after retiring from 
office at Washington 1 intend to return 
to Indiana and then take some _ part 
in olitics.” Giving a liberal interpretation 
to this letter, Robert Stratton, of Fort Wayne, 
and other triends of Gresham started the Gresham 
boom, but it was almost altogether one of in- 
quiry. Gen. Gresham stated positively, no longer 
ago than last Friday, that ne was not a candidate, 
did not desire the. nomination, and if it should be 
offered him he would refuse. This assurance was 
given Major Calkins personally, and the move- 
ment to bring him into the field now is regarded 
as unauthorized and indiscreet. 

A hot struggle isin progress for all the posi- 
tions on the ticket, indicating an abundant con- 
fidence in Republican success this Fall, notwith- 
standing the threatened Presidential candidacy 
of McDonald. At present the indications are 
that Calkins will be nominated for Governor. 
Dudley’s apparent indifference to the result of 
the convention has had the effect of chilling his 
friends, who have been leit to work in the dark, 
as it were, and it is not believed his coming at this 
late hour will effect a turning of the tide 
that hassetin toward Calkins. The latter has 
been a candidate, open and avowed, for four 
years, and the delegates do not feel that there is 
any necessity under the circumstances to thrust 
anomination on any man. Lieut.-Gov. Hanna 
will be renominated, and the selection of Calkins 
and Hanna, it is believed, makes the nomi- 
nation of Noble, of Wayne County, for 
Auditor of State, almost certain. It is 
more than useless to prophesy concerning the 
outcome of the contest for the other offices. The 
convention alone can determine what it will be. 
The threatened bolt of the temperance element 
against Calkins is not expected to cut much of a 
figure. The alleged interview upon which it is 
based has been twice repudiated by Mr. Calktns, 
and there is a disposition, except among the ex- 
~ radical temperance men, to accept his de- 
nial.

POLITICS IN VIRGINIA. 
THE SQUABBLE BETWEEN THE MAHONE AND 

THE ANTI-MAHONE PARTY. 
RICHMOND, Va., June 17.—It seems to be 
pretty well settled that the Democrats will make 
every effort to secure an extra session of the 
Legislature of Virginia this Summer. One ob- 
ject for reconvening the General Assembly at 


this season is to make provision for the elec- 
tion of the additional Presidential Electors to 
which the State is entitled. Another reason 
is to enact a new ejection law which will give 
the Democrats control of the election machinery 
for the Presidential election. It requires the 
sienatures of two-thirds of the members of both 
branches toacall for an extra session of the 
Legislature. This number can hardly be secured 
unless Gen. W. C. Wyckham and Mr. John Calla- 
han, two anti-Mahone Republican Senators, ap- 
pend their signatures to the paper. 

At the last session a bill was passed incorporat- 
ing a dry dock in Richmond, in which it was 
alleged and generally believed that the Hon. 
James G. Blaine had an interest. It failed, how- 
ever, to receive the signature of Gov. Cameron, 
and therefore never became a law. If the Legis- 
lature meets again this year the friends of this 
bill, it is said, will revive it. Some of the Vir- 
ginia fStraightout Republicans refuse to give 
their support to Blaine and Logan if Mahone is 
to be recognized by the party. It is bad enough, 
some of the Republicans say, to have to support 
Blaine, but when Mahone is thrown in itis rather 
more than they can stand. 

It is said that invitations have been sent out to 
leaders of the two wings of the Republican Party 
in this State fora meeting early next month. 
The object of this conference is to endeavor to 
harmonize matters and reconcile differences be- 
fore the Presidential campaign proceeds any fur- 
ther. Some of Blaine’s personal friends among 
the'Straightouts in this State manifest every dis- 
position to pour oil upon the troubled waters; 
others, however, say most emphatically they 
will not support Blaine and Logan if Mahone is 
to be recognized by the National Committee as 
the political boss of this State in this campaign.

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GEN. BUTLER’S LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE. 

The following is Gen. Butler’s letter ac- 
cepting the Greenback nomination for Presi- 


deat: 
LowELt, Mass., June 12, 1884. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMITTEE: I have re- 
ceived at your hands the official announcement 
of the action of the convention at Indianapolis 
with deep sensibility. 

In the ordinary course of: political events the 
choice of a convention of the representative men 
of any considerabie portion of my {fellow-citi- 
zens, according to me this the b ghtest honor 
they can confer, would call for grateful ac- 
knowledgment, even though it might be a selec- 
tion to represent the thought of such a conven- 
tion upon questions which commonly divide 
political parties. 

The great questions you present are higher and 
grander than any mere political measure. Nearly 
a quarter of a century ago, when the very exist- 
ence of the Republic and establishment of Demo- 
cratic ‘representative government hung trem- 
bling upon the issue of the greatest civil war the 
world has ever known, or may eyer know, by 
wisdom born of imperious necessity, a financial 
system springing from a patriotic impulse to 
save the Nation’s life and rescue the hope of free 
institutions for all men from going down forever 
in darkness and death was devised by the great 
and good men of the day to whose care repub- 
lican government, to be administered for the 
people and by the people, had been confided. 

That system of finance, for a free peopie 1n 1ts 
infancy, saved the lite of a nation perishing 
without it, and broke the chains that enslaved 
4,000,000 of men. Views upon such Questions 
may have been inherited or an outgrowth of 
measures merely of administration. It gave to 
this couritry, war raging, a prosperity it has 
never known before. It enabled the people to 
assess upon themselves and pay taxes of an ex- 
tent before unknown to any country on earth. 
It made it possible for the Government to repay 
three-fold for all it received in loans from any 
creditor, or gave to him security more profitable 
and stable than was ever issued b any power in 
the world, and made the financial system of our 
Government at once the envy and admiration 
of all men. 

This was done by the legal-tender currency, 
while questions as to its stability were raised to 
the very form of the legislation by which it was 
enacted, and while still graver doubts prevailed 
inthe minds of many wise and patriotic men 
whether a legal-tender currency inexpressive in 
fact, resting not on the intrinsic value of the 
material on which it was coined, was within the 
constitutional competency and power of the 
legislative branches of the Government. That 
— having been three times submitted to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, the 
very highest tribunal of constitutional con- 
struction, was at last decided in the affirmative 
with such unanimity as only to show that theré 
might have been a possible reasonable doubt 
about it. 

One purpose of your organization and of those 
whothoughtand acted with you, although not 
of it, was to support and sustain this money as 
the currency of the people. This, the people's 
currency you well say, was designated by its 
friends by the pet name of the * greenback.” 
Two years ago I did myself the honor to say that 
a currency so commended by the merits of its 
great deeds wrought for the people’s safety and 
prosperity, enacted by the highest legislative 
power, adjudicated by such a court, and a de- 
cision about to be reaffirmed, was an accom- 
plished fact never again to be disputed or doubt- 
ed, so that its friends might wellsay: ‘See, the 
end of our labors inthis regard has come. Let 
us rejoice; let those whoanded in this great work 
press on to deal with eqally important unsettled 
and necessary measures for the welfare of the 
whole people.” 

The legal tender having become the very 
foundation of, as well as a measure of value 
intertwined with, all the business of the people, 
the engine of prosperity ot the Nation, it seemed 
to me almost an act of cruelty again to disturb, 
causelessly, a financial question which has been 
so set.at rest with the assent of all good men, as 
much so as was the question of the right of man 
to hold his brother man in slavery. ‘“ ‘There- 
fore,” I said, *“*lam giad that that question has 
no longer a part in political consideration, and 
statesmanship may now turn from it as the 
country has turned from the questions of slavery 
and the war.” 

But, alas! the power of the darkness of error. 
The resurrectionists of false ideas of the dead 
past dug up the moldering remains of tne con- 
tention from the peaceful graves where. they 
slept, and threaten by a rehash of exploded reso- 
lutions formulated into a platform by a party 
convention, to revivify and agitate controversies 
which will unsettle commercial values, hinder 
and delay the business energies of our people, 
with apparently but a single object—to extend a 
system ot purely paper eurrency issued by cor- 
porations, established by the Government, in- 
deed, but for private emolument and gain to the 
corporators, which currency itself is to be val- 
uable only because it is made redeemable in the 
very greenback which this ghoul-like agitation 
seeks to repudiate, overthrow, and destroy. 

Such a currency fAndrew Jackson, with the 
prescience and wisdom of a statesman, by the 
iron hand of the soldier, sustained by the De- 
mocracy of more than a generation ago, had 
wholly crushed out, and in the hope of the 
wise and good had buried forever as one of the 
grievous errors of administration, which had in- 
sidiously crept into the Government for the ag- 
grandizement of the few to the destruction of 
the people. 

As a Democrat, taught in the Jackson school in 
my early youth, with my judgment matured by 
many years’ converse in public affairs, aided by 
earnest and deep study with the intensities of pur- 
pose which a topic of such magnitude, affecting 
every interest of the people, nay, it may be the 
very existence of free institutions, demands, I am 
constrained, were it the last act of my life, in 
view of the attempts to undo what Jackson had 
so well done, coming from whatsoever quarter it 
may, tosay to you, gentiemen, that there seems 
a wisdom, indeed a necessity, for the further con- 
tinuance of your organization in the renewed 
exigency, and therefore upon this contest I am 
with you, and if there were but twoof us we

Many of the store-keepers 
say they cannot purchase goods, as they 
have no money, and consequently cannot 
furnish the men and families with groceries 
until they pay their big bills. Another notice 
was put up to-day stating that the car 
would be here by Friday, but the men put 
no faith in it. They held a meeting in 
the shops esterday and _ several propo- 
sitions were discussed as to the best means of 
forcing their employers to come toterms. It 
was finally resolved thatif the pay-car does not 
come on Friday the whole force will march ina 
body to the Court-house in this city and demand 
a permit to aamit them to the County Poor- 
house.

ASKING FOR MORE TIME. 
New-HAveEn, Conn., June 17.—The Rail- 
road Commissioners to-day heard the petition of 
the Hartford and Harlem Railroad Company for

iving there until they could find apartments, 
which he shortly did at No. 45 East Houston- 
street. Here they lived as man and wife. Wil- 
son has been playing recently at_the Fifth-Ave- 
nue Theatre in a minor‘part in “ Well Fed-Dora,” 
and since then he has been in the policemen’s 
chorus in “ Penny Ante,” now running at the 
Fourteenth-Street Theatre.

Bench warrants against Fish, Ward, and Eno 
were issued by Judge Benedict. The warrant 
against Ward was lodged in Ludlow-Street Jail. 
It is expected that Fish will come into court to- 
day with his bondsmen and renew his bonds. The 
warrant against Eno is inthe hands of the United 
States Marshal.

MR. ENGLISHS LOBBYING 
—_——_~>———— 
INVESTIGATING THE CASE OF THE 
INDIANA PATRIOT. 
‘“CALAMITY” WELLER CALLED TO THE 
STAND—HE PROVES A VERY BAD WIT- 
NESS—HIS POOR MEMORY REFRESHED. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the charges 
against the Hon. William H. English and others 
of lobbying on the House floor in the interest of 
his son in the contested election case of English 
against Peelle began {the examination of wit- 
nesses to-day. Representative Weller, of Iowa, 
was the first witness examined. 

Q.—After you had voted to lay the motion of 
reconsideration on the table, the day that Mr. 
English was seated, did Representative Pusey, of 
Iowa, request you to go to the Democratio side 
of the House? A.—Mr. Pusey came to my desk 
and asked how I was getting along. I replied 
first rate; that I had just gottena telegram from 
my wife and daughter to meet them at the depot. 
Iinvited Mr. Pusey to come and see me. He 
took my address on a piece of paper. I said I 
was going to the station, and he said he wished I 
would remain and vote on the English-Peelle 
case. I replied that I had not voted on the mer- 


its of the case and did not propose to; that I was 
going to see my wife and daughter. 

Q.—You evade the question. Did Mr. Pusey 
ask you to goto the other side of the House? 
A.—I don’t remember. 

Q.—Did you go with him? A.—I don't re- 
remember. 

Q.—Did you follow Mr. Pusey in a very few 
moments? A.—I can't tell you that. 

Q.-—-While he was sitting by you was there any 
discussion regarding the election case? A.—I 
don’t remember. 

Q.—You had aged voted to lay the motion on 
the table, which was against English. Mr. Pusey 
wanted you to stay and vote. He was on the 
otherside. Did you understand that he was vot- 
ing for English? A.—There was no understand- 
ing about it, but I had the general impression 
that, being a Democrat, he would. I wouid have 
voted for English from the first to the last ex- 
cept for some Democratic member who made a 
speech for English. I don’t remember his name. 

Q.—When you went away you knew Peelle 
would lose his seat? A.—I knew no such thing. 

Q.—The vote wasa tie? A.—I had no idea it 
would remain thesame. The vote was changing 
constantly. 

Q.—You know of no particular man coming in? 
A.—I do not. 

Q.—When you went to the other side of the 
House (Democratic) did you see English, the 
father? A.—I think not. 

Q.—Did you see the son? A.—I did. 

Q.—Did you converse with him? A.—I did. I 
ed him on my way asl was passing out of the 

hall. 

Q.—How soon was this after Mr. Pusey had 
been to your seat? A.—I don’t know. 

Q.—About how long? A.—I don’t remember 
any circumstances which would warrant me in 
confining the time within half an hour. It may 
have been 15 minutes, 5 minutes, or 8 minutes. 

Q.—Did you yote on the question after that? 
A.—I did not, if I remember. 

Q.—When you returned Mr. English had been 
swornin? A.—If my memory serves me right, I 
think the last vote was being taken. 

Q.—Don’t you know, Mr. Weller, that some 
were laughing about your absence? A.—My 
memory is not very clear. I have some impres- 
sion that Mr. English was being sworn in. 

Q.—Can you teil what time you received your 
telegram from your wife? A.—I cannot. When 
I got home I found I had made a mistake of just 
ghost one hour in the time of the arrival of the 

rain. 

Q.—Had you seen Mr. English, the father, pre- 
vious to the balloting? A.—I was introduced to 
him on the floor of the House by some one. I 
asked if he was related to the Democratic candi- 
date for the Vice-Presidency four years ago, and 
he said he was the identical man. Mr. English 
never made an offer or any suggestion that I 
should receive money. 

Q.—There’s no charge of that kind against you. 
Was your conversation with young English 
about the case? A.—My mind was intent on 
meeting my wife and child. He suggested that 1 
remain, and said he would be pleased to have me 
remain and vote. This was as I was leaving the 
hall. I don’t remember of his asking me to vote 
for him, but I inferred that. 

Q.—Why should he want you to remain when 
you had just voted against him? A.—I don’t 
know. The day after the vote was taken, when 
IT had made a personal explanation on the fioor 
of the House, Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, said he was 
sorry that I had made the explanation. He said 
that Mr. Bayne, when he referred the day before 
in his speech to some one having left the hall, did 
not mean me. I was never importuned by any 
one except Mr. Peelle. He said he didn’t want 
me to do anything improper, but he would be 
giad of my assistance. He did or said nothing 
that was improper. 

Mr. Pusey, of lowa, was called, and in answer 
to inquiries said that he went to Weller’s scat, 
and while there was told of the expected arrival 
of Mrs. Weller and herdaughter. He continued: 
“T said this isa close case,and I would like to 
have our delegation go together. He said he 
was going to meet his wife, and I replied that it 
made no difference if he did go; English would be 
seated. 

O-—Have you stated to any member that you 
requested Mr. Weller to go té the other side of 
the House? A.—I never told a living soul,. 
There was a great deal of laughing about Weller 
and about me sitting by him, taking a pieceof 
peer out of my pocket, writing something on 

t, walking awuy, and subsequently his leaving, 
The next day members joked about it, and asked 
where was my friend Weller. 

**“My memory is refreshed,” interposed Mr. 
Weller, after listening to my colleague, Mr. 
Pusey. *“ WhenI returned to the floor of the 
House, this matter was mentioned. I thought it 
was a joke on meand didn’t regerd it seriously 
until I saw the papers the next day.” 

Mr. Jeremiah Wilson, an ex-member and an 
attorney tor Mr. Peelle, who was charged with 
tees oy J in the interest of his client, testified 
that he had not been on the House floor more 
than 15 minutes of this session. He said he never 
lobbied any member directly or indirectly about 
the case.

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RECIPROCAL TRADE WITH MEXICO. 
THE HOUSE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE 
IN FAVOR OF THE TREATY. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—In the report ac- 
companying the bill to carry into effect the Mex- 
ican treaty, prepared by Mr..A. 8. Hewitt and 
reported from the Ways and Means Committee 


to-day, the committee says: 


The question has been raised whether it would not be 
competent forthe President and Senate alone to enter 
into treaties which would change the laws for the col- 
lectton of revenue, but the practice has been uuiform 
and the House has always insisted that where rates of 
duties are changed by treaty the approval of the 
Congress is necessary for its execution. In the 
ease of the treaty under consideration, how- 
ever, this question does not arise, for the 
reason that the Senate. before ratifying the conven- 
tion, adopted the following amendment: “ The present 
convention shall take effect as sodn as it has been ap- 

roved and ratified by both contracting parties accord- 
ng to their respective constitutions, but not until laws 
necessary to carry it into operation shall have been 
passed both by the Congress of the United States of 
America and the Government of the United Mexican 
States, and regulations provided accordingly, which 
shall take place within 12 months from the date 
of the exchange of ratifications.”” The adoption of this 
amendment by the Senate is a substantial admission in 
the nature of a precedent, which may be expected 
hereafter to govern treaties affecti the reve- 
nue. By a reference to the terms of the treaty 
it will be found that the United States agrees to admit 
from Mexico free of duty 28 articles, of which all but 7 
ere now free of duty under the existing tariff. In re- 
turn for this inconsiderable concession the Govern- 
ment of Mexico agrees to admit free of duty 73 articies, 
all of which except 6 are now subject to duties averag- 
ing over 50 per cent. on the dutiable value. 

From this brief statement the balance of advantage 
as a mere business transaction would seem to be large- 
ly in favor of the United States. In two respects only 
would there seem to be any interference with any pro- 
ductive industry carried on in this country. It has been 
feared that the sugar industry of Louisiana might be 
unfavorably aifected by the free admission of raw 
Mexican sugars, and that the profits of tobacco 
culture might ultimately in some way be 
affected. No serious injury can be nespanabty 
anticipated usto either of there interests, when it is 
consi ered thatthe total amount of suger imported 
from Mexico during the last six years was 1,703,171 
pounds, valued ut $68,419, and of tobacco, 41,309 
p unds, valued at $20,651. It ts moreover conceded 
that Mexico at present does not raise sufficient sugur 
for its own use, and that its tobacco is of a quality 
which does not interiere with the product of the United 
States, but, on the contrary, would advantageously 
supplement Itt and replace the tobacco which is now 
imported from the island of Cua. ‘The objection, 
therefore, arises rather from the apprehension in the 
development of Mexico in the production of these 
two articles than from any considerable im- 
portation at the _ present e. The prospect 
of interference is evidently too remote to 
weigh against the great advantages which will peerne 
to us from the admission of our manufactures free o 
duty into Mexico. Ifatsome future time the sugar 
business should be largely developed, it must be remem- 
bered that its growth would afiord a proportionately 
large outlet for our machinery and lead to an inter- 
change of crude products irom Mexico for those 
forms of value in which skilled labor is most largely 
required and from which the profits are most consider- 
able. We shall derive from the healthful and naturai ac- 
tion of the proposed free interchanges of commerce the 
beneficial resuits which we have failed to get out of 
the restrictive policy which has heretofore checked the 
natural growth of business between two neighboring 
and friendly nations. Mexico is the gate through 
which this country will find its connection with the 
Central and South American States. At present our 
commerce with those countries is carried on under 
very great disadvantages. We buy from them far 
more than we sell, and we cannot hope to reverse this 
operation so long as Our manufactured products cost 
more than similar articles produced in Europe. 

But the dav is not far distant when these elements 
of greater cost will Sonopes. and when our relations 
with the great American States to the south of us will 
become more intimate, commercially as well as politi- 
cally. The time has already arrived when we must 
adopt a continental policy. laying its foundations 
broad and deen in the mutuai interests of intimate 
commercial and political sympathies. The Monroe 
doctrine must be asserted and enforced. While we 
cugat to welcome the investment of foreign capita) on 
this continent and to make no objection to the 
co: m of highways of commerce, never- 
theless it is essential for sufety as 
well as our growth that we sball exercise a 
controlli influence 1 affairs of the Western 
World. It may not be le that we should extend 
fee limits of our sov y beyond our own borders, 
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of ire3 be encouraged. iP"ia'for this’ reason % 
the treaty with > marks an era oes 
Pp of the estern World,. and in me 
spread of that sentiment of mutual _ friendship 
which should animate its inhabitants. Between us 
there are no antagonisms, either of government or of 
commercial interests. Happily, we are free from the 
evils which have descended from despotic Govern- 
ents. Endowed with all the elements of weaith and 
ppiness, we have only ourselves to reproach if we 
not form prosperous and contented com- 
partons freedom of exchange 
secured, the promise of the ages can realized 
in the Western World. The spread of knowl- 
edge, the free interchange of opinions and of 
Fropects will tend to produce among its inhabjtants 
hat equitable distribution of the fruits of human 
comfort which the Old World has failed to secure. 
Happily, we have not exhausted fields to cultivate, 
but the whole unbound continent is ours for life, lib- 
erty, andthe pursuit of happiness. We have only to 
cultivate peace and good-will with our neighbors and 
accept every opportunity for free intercourse and free 
exchange in order to complete the demonstration that 
the blessings which have crowned the unrestricted 
commerciai intercourse of the States of our Union with 
each other may be extended and enjoyed by all the 
people of the Western Hemisphere not only in peace 
and security but without peril to their political exist- 
ence as free and independent nations.

H. Q. Keyworth, clerk of the Hutchinson 
Grand Jary, that investigated the charges against Sen- 
ator Kellogg during the star route trials, was examined 
by the Springer committee mf He sald that Col. 
Bliss informed the jury that J. B. Price was expected 


to appear before that body as a witness, but that Price 
did not appear. 

A discharged man from the United States 
Marine Corps made application to-day to Judge 
Hagner to become a citizen under the act which pro- 
vides that a foreigner who has served inthe army may 
become such on filing application. Judge Hagner said 
the law did not apply to the navy, of which the Marine 
Corps was a part, and, being obiiged to tuke the law as 
be ound it, he could not admit the applicant to citizen- 
ship. 

Mr. Slocum, of New-York, presented in the 
House to-day the conference report on the Fitz John 
Porter bill. The effect of it is io strike out of the bill 
the words, “Together with all the rights, titles, and 
privileges,” and to insert the words “ Provided that 
said Fitz John Porter shall receive no pay, compensa- 
tion, or allowance whatever prior to his appointment 
under this act,” instead of the following words in the 
bill: “But this act shall not be construed as authoriz- 
ing pay, compensation, or allowances prior to his ap- 
pointment under it.” The conference report was 
agreed to—yeas 158, nays 61, 

Senator Slater reported to-day from the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands a substitute for the House bill 
to declare the forfeiture of the unearned land grant 
made by act of May, 1870, to aid in the construction of 
& railroad and telegraph line from Portland, Oregon, to 
Astoria and MecMinville in the same State. The sub- 
stitute provides that so much of the lands granted by 
that actasare adjacent to and coterminous with the 
uncompleted portions of the railroad be declared for- 
Teited to the United States, and restored to the public 
domain, and that they be made subject to disposal un- 
der the genera! tand laws of the United States. 

Ata largely attended caucus of the Democratic 
members of the House of Representatives tu-night, the 
following resolution was adopted: “ That we urge upon 
tne House to press as fast as possible to a conclusion 
the appropriation bills, and that we will take them up 
in preference to all other measures.”” A motion to urge 
the passage in the Houseof a bill to repeal the tax on 
tobacco was lost, as was also a motion to make the or- 
der of business after the passage of appropriation bills, 
the consideration of bills from the Committee on Public 
Landsand Invalid Pensions. The two appropriation bills, 
Sundry Civil and Fortifications, now in the Committee 
on Appropriations, will probably be reported to the 
House this week. 

The House tookup to-day the bill reported 
from the Committee on Pacific Railroads to amend the 
several Pacific Railroad acts. Iv requires the compa- 
nies to file within 90 days from the passage of this act 
(or within 60 days after the completion of the surveys) 
lists of selections of the land claimed by them,and to 
deposit the cost of surveying, selecting, and conveying 
the same. After considerable discussion Mr. Payson’s 
substitute for the bill and amendments was adopted. It 
provides that if the railroad companies shall not, 
within 60 days from receipt of the notice, pay the 
costs, then their right shall cease as to land within such 
township, and the lands shall be restored to the public 
domain for settlement under the homstead laws, The 
bill was then passed. 

Senator Miller, of New-York, introduced to- 
day a billto provide for the improvement of naviga- 
tion at the entrance to New-York Harbor, which is 
identical in its provisions with one introduced in the 
House some time ago by Gen. Slocum, and which pro- 
vides that the Secretary of War shall be authorized to 
invite proposals for the deepening of Gedney’s Chan- 
nel throngh Sandy Hook bar to the extent of five feet 
beyond the present avallable depth of water in said 
channel fora width of not less than 500 feet, and to 
enter into a contract for the completion of the work at 
a cost not to exceed $1,000,000, and its maintenance at 
the increased depth for a period not exceeding 10 years 
at an annual cost equal to 10 percentum of the contract 
price for the origina] improvement.

THE REV. MR. ARMITAGE ON POLIT- 
ICAL INDEPENDENCE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your own fallibilitv is suggested in sup- 
posing that I think the late Chicago Convention 
“infallible,” and * that to dissent from its decrees 
is to be guilty of heresy and schism." The point 
in hand has nothing to do with either of these 
three questions, but relates entirely to the hon- 
orable consistency of those gentlemen who as- 
sisted so liberally to shape the decisions of the 
convention and now repudiate their own acts. 
Only this, and nothing more. My only source of 


information on this subject is the general re- 
— of the press, and I understand the follow- 
ng to be the facts in the case, namely: 

. These gentlemen were sent directly from Re- 
publican te ape dl elections to represent the 
wishes of their constituents in the construction 
of a platform, the nomination of a Presidential 
ticket, and the management of the party’s future 
well-being, including the Presidential canvass. 

2. As honest and faithful representatives they 
used all their rights of voice and vote in serving 
their constituency on aparity with their fellow- 
members. They took their places among the 
convention’s officers and on Its committees, and 
did their duty without hinérance, and make no 
complaint thatany man infringed their rights in 
any respect. , 

8. They took part in framing the platform, 
and voted without debate for its adoption, as did 
all the other members of the convention, for the 
vote was unanimous, 

4, In voting for a Presidential candidate they 
followed their home instructions and their own 
intelligent convictions, but found themselves in 
a minority, and Mr. Blaine was selected contrary 
to their wishes. 

5. After their earnest and manly resistance of 
this measure, and their failure to nominate their 
own candidate, they did not withdraw either 
from the convention or the party, nor did thev 
even ask to place their protest on the minutes, 
but, on the contrary, they assisted in making Mr. 
Blaine’s nomination unanimous. At any rate, it 
is reported to have been made unanimous. 
Whether they actually cast their votes ror upani- 
mity does not appear, but they well knew that 
the parliamentary rules of the convention, which 
they had agreed to adopt, counted their votes 
in the affirmative, unless they were actually cast 
in the negative, and we have no record of a 
negative vote on the nomination of Mr. Blaine. 

6. They took an equal part with all the other 
delegates in selecting the Gencral Committee for 
the conduct of the canvass, and committed to it 
the future well-being of the party, requiring 
that committee to assume the responsibility of 
maintaining and defending their own platform, 
and of adopting all necessary measures for the 
election of the ticket. 

7. They remained in the convention to its 
close, and recorded their votes upon all other 
questions, and among them the perfecting of the 
ticket in the nomination of Gen, Logan. No 
other name but his was put in nomination for 
Vice-President, but they voted for him on a roll- 
call of the States, and his nomination was made 
unanimous by their vote. Thus they have sub- 
mitted a platform with Gen. Logan upon it for 
the adoption of the country, and created a Gen- 
eral Committee which they charged with the 
managemen?® of his election, leaving the nom- 
ination of Mr. Blaine entirely out of the question. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I have always honored you 
for your frank outspokenness and love of fair 
dealing, and you will excuse me for saying that 
the question of “infallibility,” or ** Catholic 
councils,” or Luther, or baptism, has nothing to 
do with this business. If Dr. Diilinger and the 
Baptists had unanimously voted tor the “de- 
crees” of the Vatican Council,as members thereof, 
you may rest assured that they would not have 
-turned their backs upon the council and its 
* decrees” outside. AndI now ask you to show 
those of us who belong to the common people 
and are not politicians, either, that the above 
series of supposed facts are not real facts, but 
that we are mistaken, that so we may be put in 

yssession of the exact state of the case; or else 

hat you will show us the consistency of these 
ntlemen in putting forth a platform with Mr. 

Jaine and Gen. Logan upon it, for our suffrages, 
while they reect them. They certainly are 
citizens of whom we have always been proud, as 
trustworthy leaders of public action, and there 
must be some code of honor by which they can 
repudiate their own acts as responsible members 
of the convention which is not manifest to us 
obtuse rolk at a glance. °

Whatever may be the view taken at Sar- 
atoga the feeling in Washington is in- 
tense in favor of the united presentation 
of Gov. CLEVELAND by the New-York 
Democrats. The Democratic Representa- 
tives in the House are agreed that New- 
York can have the Presidential candi- 
date if it unites in asking for CLEVE- 
LAND; that if the State Democracy 
divide their support or present any 
other man the nomination will go to 
some other State, and, finally, that CLEVE- 
LAND is by far the strongest candidate 
that can be named at Chicago. How far 
this opinion on the part of the Democrats 
in Washington will prevail in Saratoga 
we cannot say, but it clearly agrees with 
the most trustworthy information from 
other parts of the country. 


There is felt all over the country a 
very natural curiosity to know what Mr. 
JOHN KELLY is going to do, and many 
confiding persons imagine that they shall 
know when the Saratoga Convention 
shall have adjourned. It is a pleasing 
illusion, but one that Mr. KELLY’s past 
record does not encourage. What Mr. 
KELLY will have done will be to some ex- 
‘tent known, what he will yet see fit to do 
‘no one can know, not even himself. He 
may make some sort of bargain with 
Mr. Dan MANNING, and if he does he 
will carry it out or not, as suits 
his view of later bids. All that can be 
known about him is that he will do what 
lie thinks will perpetuate his power in this 
city. That power depends primarily on 
his control of patronage, though by no 
means wholly. Whatever arrangements 
he may think well to make, there is only 
one way in which he jcan be finally dis- 
.posed of, which is by the nomination of a 
candidate strong enough to be elected 
without him. It is possible that Mr. 


CLEVELAND is such a candidate. 
—_ 


In reporting to the House the bill for 
carrying into effect the reciprocity treaty 
with Mexico the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee consider it necessary to argue some- 
what laboriously that it will be for our 
commercial advantage.

The United 
States agrees to admit free of duty 28 
articles, all but 7 of which are already 
on the free list and most of which 
are in the nature of raw materials. 
Mexico agrees to admit free of duty 73 
articles, all but 6 of which are now sub- 
ject to duties averaging over 80 per cent., 
and many of which are manufactured 
products of this country. It needs very

fair prospect that any considerable devel-

Mr. INGALLS, of Kansas, is entitled tothe 
credit of having again converted a criti- 
cism upon unjustifiable alteration of the 
Record into a coarse and vituperative at- 
tack upon a fellow-Senator, and Mr. 
Brown, of Georgia, has succeeded, while 
defending himself against that attack, in 
lowering himself to the level of the 
average bar-room disputant who ban- 
dies taunting epithets with no in- 
tention of fighting. The incident, which 
we suppose may now be regarded as 
closed, is singularly discreditable to both 
the participants, and, since they aremem- 
bers of the Senate, to the Senate also. 
Since a conspicuous Senator from the 
South and a conspicuous Senator from the 
North have equatly made fools of them- 
selves we suggest that the two sections 
and the two parties to which they belong 
may now cry quits. It is unfortunate 
that the repetition of the annoying scene 
cannot be made impossible. 


Now that the Republicans in the Senate 
have decided that the doors of the Pen- 
sion Bureau must be opened to admit 
claims hitherto barred that will draw 
$200,000,000 or $300,000,000 out of the 
Treasury, Secretary TELLER seems to 
think that the chief of the discredited 
and suspended claim agents, NATHAN 
W. FITZGERALD, ought to have a slice 
of the new business. To the surprise 
of all who are acquainted with Fitz- 
GERALD’s methods and with the facts that 
led Commissioner DuDLEY to ask for his 
suspension, the Secretary has removed the 
bar and allowed this man to resume prac- 
tice before the department. Mr. TELLER 
admits that FITZGERALD was “ inattentive, 
negligent, and grossly careless in the 
management of the cases of his clients,” 
and that the proof offered was sufficient 
to justify suspension; nevertheless, he eats 
his words, annuls the suspension, and gives 
this ‘‘grossly careless” agent power to 
again practice his arts upon thousands of 
unsuspecting applicants. The Secretary’s 
action may serve to explain the failure of 
the war against swindling pension attor- 
neys, which was begun by the Commis- 
sioner with a great blowing of trumpets. 


A correspondent favors us with an ex- 
planation of an interpolation in the s0- 
called Tenure of Office bill which had es- 
caped our attention and which entirely 
justifies Gov. CLEVELAND’s refusal to 
sign it. The amendment, which pro- 
vided that the terms of office 
of the persons to be appointed 
under the bill to succeed those appointed 
by the present Mayor should be limited by 
the term of the Mayor appointing them, 
confused its provisions and made them 
inconsistent with themselves and with ex- 
isting law. The purpose of the amend- 
ment was evidently hostile, but it escaped 
the attention of the friends of the measure. 


We are promised, for the fiftieth time, 
by the Blaine organs that their candidate 
is about to open a ‘“ vigorous” campaign, 
and that he will shortly sound the 
‘‘slogan.” The fact appears to be, how- 
ever, that the candidate is in no hurry to 
open his canvass, and that he is deliberate- 
ly waiting for the excitement over his 
nomination to ‘““blow over.” We are con- 
tented that he shall wait as long as he 
thinks necessary, but it would be well for 
him to remember the fate of another 
‘‘whole-souled” and ‘‘ aggressive” leader 
who adopted that policy, and may be said 
to have originated it. His name was 
WILLIAM M. TWEED. 


A PRACTICAL HINT. 


We sympathize with Mr. RANDALL. 
His complete and ignominious defeat in 
his heroic attempt to shut off all supplies 
from political assessments to the military 
chest of the Blaine party will cause him 
deep regret. Mr. RANDALL is an avowed 
opponent of political assessments—when 
paid to the other side. His virtuous in- 
dignation knows no bounds when the 
spoils of office in the hands of the enemy 
are levied on to carry on operations 
against his own party. He is so zealous 
in this regard that he undertook to incor- 
porate a perfectly untenable principle of 
general legislation in an amendment to an 
appropriation bill. His surprise must 
have equaled his ssrrow when the amend- 
ment was ruled out ona point of order. 
His feelings will now be further wounded 
by the accusation that he was not acting 
in good faith, but was doing a ridiculous 
thing in a ridiculous way, with the full 
knowledge that it would never amount to 
anything. Plainly, Honest Sam RANDALL 
is not in luck. 

If it were not so late in the session he 
might retrieve himself. He might intro- 
duce a bill extending to the whole service, 
as far as practicable, the principle of the 
reform act now in force as to a small 
part of it. With his skill in par- 
liamentary business, with his _posi- 
tion as the recognized leader of 
the majority in the House, with the sup- 
port of the New-York Sun, which he can 
count on foreverything except his nom- 
ination as President over Mr. Dana, Mr. 
RANDALL could carry such a bill through 
the House, and it could then be carried 
in the Senate by the same forcés that got 
the reluctant assent of that body to the 
present law. Such a bill, thoroughly en- 
forced, would destroy the whole system 
of political assessments, because it would 
destroy the power to coerce men in the 
service, and no one in the service would 
pay much money for political purposes if 
not compelled to do so. But it is too late 
for any such drastic measure. Mr. Ran- 
DALL has made up his mind to adjourn 
Congress by the 8d of July. The weather 
is hot. The members of the House are 
tired, impatient, lazy, bothered beyond 
endurance by the complicated political 
situation, They will not stay in Wash- 
ington for any such purpose. 

But Mr. RanpaLt need not despair. 
There is the Democratic Convention still 
open to him. Let him carry his zeal for 
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the convention a simple resolution like 
this: ‘Resolved, That the Democrhtic 
Party, if intrusted with the National 
Government, will make no changes in the 
civil service for partisan political reasons, 
and will promptly apply to the whole 
subordinate service the principle of ap- 
pointment and promotion for merit 
only, to be tested by open compe- 
tition and probation.” There’s no non- 
sense in such a resolution. Every one 
can understand it. It is as practical 
as itisclear. If the pledge be carried out 
it will put an end to all there is mischiev- 
ous in political assessments and to the 
other evils of the spoils ‘system. It will 
be no objection to it in Mr. RANDALL’s 
eyes that such a resolution would be 
shrewd politics. It would take away the 
most solid ground of apprehension touch- 
ing the transfer of the Government to 
Democratic hands. It would settle the 
fear that the public service would, in such 
a transfer, be turned upside down. It 
would encourage a reasonable hope that 
the service would be greatly benefited. It 
would reassure thousands who are dis- 
gusted with BLAINE and Blaineism, but 
who are afraid of Democratic supremacy. 
It would do more than any one other 
thing could do to make political contests 
in this country pure and healthy, instead 
of being, as they are, base and corrupt- 
ing. Why not try it? If Mr. RanDaLu 
does not see the force of the suggestion 
there may be clear-headed Democrats who 
do. 


THE ANTI-BLAINE REPUBLICANS. 


A hundred or more gentlemen met in 
this city last evening to do what they 
could to defeat BLAtNE and LoGaN. These 
gentlemen are Republicans, and they 
speak for Republicans—for large num- 
bers of Republicans in New-York, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New-Jer- 
sey, and other States further away. 
They believe that in nominating 
BLAINE and LOGAN the Republican Party, 
or its representatives at Chicago acting 
for it, repudiated about nine-tenths of all 
that is decent, honest, worthy, and repu- 
table in the principles and professions of 
the party. They believe that with such 
candidates the party works for bad and 
not for good government, and they refuse 
to go with it. 

In what was said and in what was done 
one fact was clear beyond all dispute— 
that Republicans of their way of thinking 
will not vote for BLaine. The general 
opinion, as expressed in the debate and in 
the resolutions, was that while organiza- 
tion and concerted action are wise, they 
do not necessarily imply a third candi- 
date and an independent party. Witha 
Democrat of the class represented by Gov. 
CLEVELAND and Senator BAYARD as the 
nominee in opposition to Mr. BLAINE 
those Republicans who have shown them- 
selvés to be indifferent to the party’s and 
the Nation’s honor may be fitly re- 
buked without the putting up of a 
third ticket; if, on the other hand, the 
Democrats shall name a had candidate, 
the organization effected last night can be 
at once set at work to offer to the suffrages 
of self-respecting voters in both parties 
some man as an independent nominee 
who will at least be. worthy to hold the 
office of President of the United States, 
however remote may be his chances of at- 
taining it. 

This action faithfully reflects the sen- 
timent of the anti-Blaine Republicans 
everywhere. They will not vote for 
BLAINE, but they are waiting. They are 
waiting to see what the Democrats will do 
at Chicago. If the man chosen by the Dem- 
ocrats is not one who clearly and emphatic- 
ally represents what Mr. BLAINE does not 
in American politics they will have a can- 
didate of theirown. They do not want 
much of a platform for their candidate. 
They say nothing about the tariff or the 
currency or the corporatious. But they 
do insist that their candidate shall be pri- 
vately honest and politically decent. 
FLOWER AS A MISCHIEF!MAKER. 

Mr. ROSWELL P. FLOWER is engaged in 
playing the mischievous part 6f a mar- 
plot in the Democratic Party. His pre- 
tensions to the position of a candidate for 
the Presidency are simply ridiculous, and 
are so regarded by all serious-minded per- 
sons. But by a liberal use of money and 
the working of a bureau of nincompoops 
he has industriously worked up for him- 
self in this State a ‘“‘ boom” that is just 
big enough to threaten mischief in the 
Saratoga Convention. It has been inti- 
mated that his real purpose is to give him- 
self sufficient importance in the political 
field to come forth next year as a candi- 
date for Governor. If that is his object 
he can do no better for himself than 
gracefully to take his ‘‘boom” out of the 
way in order that the real New-York 
candidate for the Presidential nomination 
may be presented with a united party be- 
hind him. A more serious explanation 
of the support he has obtained is that it 
has been fostered by those who really 
wish to defeat Gov. CLEVELAND’S chances. 
Nobody, unless it is possibly Mr. FLOWER 
himself, has fora moment supposed that 
there was any chance that the Democratic 
National Convention would do such a 
supremely stupid thing as to give him the 
nomination. Now, if this gentleman is 
ambitious for any political advancement 
whatever hereafter he cannot afford to al- 
low himself to be used for thesole purpose 
of endangering the chance of the one New- 
York man who might, if properly pre- 
sented by the party in this State, receive 
the nomination at Chicago and make 
almost certain the election of a Demo- 
cratic President. 

Mr. FLOWER is quoted as saying at Sara- 
toga that no man can win in this fight 
who catries his head high as a reformer. 
Democrats will not vote for a candidate 
who announces in advance that the spoils 
of political warfare are not to be dis- 
tributed among them. In other words, 
he bases his pretensions on a champion- 
ship of the spoils system and all that is 
base and demoralizing in our politics. He 
is avowedly the representative of the 
most corrupt and unscrupulous elements 
of his party, and he would, if he could, 
in his own small way starid in the Demo- 
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represents in the Republican organization. 
If the party’is to take the course which hé 
points out for it it can find a much abler 
and more conspicuous exponent of its tra- 
ditions than the flabby ex-Congressman, 
but it can find nobody who can hope to 
cope with Mr. BLAINE in a contest of the 
kind that would be invited. 

There is just one course open for the 
Democratic Party in this country if it 
wishes to gain support enough to get into 
power. It must take up the cause of ad- 
ministrative reform and political purifica- 
tion, and it must have a candidate who 
will represent this cause in his own per- 
son. It must also develop its full strength 
and win to its side in this and other close 
States the support of independent voters 
and of that large and increasing num- 
ber of Republicans who repudiate the 
candidacy of BLAINE. The Democrats of 
New-York have before them a grand op- 
portunity. They have in the person of 
Gov. CLEVELAND @ man who represents 
the cause of reform as no other prominent 
Democrat in the country does. He repre- 
sents it in his opinions and professions, 
and he represents it with still more force 
in his practical action. As a candidate he 
would be sure of the Electoral vote of this 
great State, and there is every probability 
that he would also secure that of Massa- 
chusetts as well as that of nearly every 
State rated as doubtful. 

Nothing could be plainer than the course 
which the facts of the situation and the 
dictates of common sense point out for 
the convention at Saratoga. If Mr. 
FLOWER does not see fit to take himself 
and his absurd pretensions out of the way 
he should be firmly set aside. If CLEVE- 
LAND were to be presented with unanimity 
at Chicago as the New-York candidate of 
the party for the Presidency there is little 
doubt that he would be accepted by the 
convention. The only obstacle to such 
unanimity seems to be Mr. FLOWER, and 
it is just possible that he may serve the 
mischievous purpose of producing the ap- 
pearance of a division in the party, which 
would carry the nomination elsewhere 
and deprive it of the significance which 
would give it exceptional strength. 


FREE SHIPS AND SUBSIDIES. 


The passage of the bill ‘‘ to remove cer- 
tain burdens on the American merchant 
marine and encourage the American for- 
eign carrying trade,” known as the Ding- 
ley Shipping bill, has been endangered by 
two amendments—one adopted by the 
House and the other by the Senate. 
Neither branch of the national legisla- 
ture is disposed to yield its own amend- 
ment or adopt that of the other. Thesub- 
jects of difference between the two houses 
have been referred toa committee of confer- 
ence consisting of three Senators and three 
Representatives. Two of the former and 
one of the latter, Senators FRYE, of Maine, 
and MILLER, of New-York, and Represent- 
ative DINGLEY, of Maine, are Republicans, 
favorable to the Senate amendment and 
opposed to the House amendment; and 
one of the former and two of the latter, 
Senator VeEstT, of Missouri, and Repre- 
sentatives Stocum, of New-York, and 
D1ssBLE, of South Carolina, are Democrats 
holding precisely the opposite position. 
As a natural consequence, the committee 
has thus far failed to agree in regard to 
the main points of difference. 

It is unfortunate thet the bill could not 
have been left to go through without the 
introduction of features which were sure 
to lead to sharp controversy and would 
probably result in irreconcilable differ- 
ences. On its main provisions all were 
substantially agreed. It contained nothing 
that gave great promise of reviving the 
American carrying trade or ship-build- 
ing irterests, but it removed many 
petty bu: dens and restrictions from Amer- 
ican shipping which make it impossible 
for vessels of American register to com- 
pete successfully in the foreign carrying 
trade, independent of any consideration 
as to the means of obtaining ships. This 
bill: could have been easily passed, and it 
would have cleared the way for dealing 
with controverted questions on their own 
merits. But when the bill was on its 
passage in the. House Mr. Cox proposed 
an amendment allowing iron or steel 
steam-ships of 4,000 tons or more to be 
purchased abroad and admitted to Ameri- 
can registry free, and this was adopted 
with very little consideration. 

Now, the free ship proposition has on its 
own merits very strong arguments in its 
favor, but if foreign-built vessels are to 
be admitted to American registry the for- 
eign materials used in ship-building should 
also be admitted free of duty, and no pro- 
vision is made for this in the bill. Amer- 
ican builders ought certainly to be given 
an even chance for competing with for- 
eign builders if the foreign market is to be 
opened to American purchasers of shipping. 
The amendment to the Dingley bill adopt- 
ed by the House was not in a shape to 
invite support even from consistent believ- 
ers in a free market for ships, but it was 
admirably calculated to beget opposition 
to the bill, and, if insisted upon, to defeat 
its beneficent purposes. The whole sub- 
ject of free ships and free materials should 
have been kept out of this measure and 
embodied in a separate bill. 

The Senate not only refused to accept the 
House bill with the Cox amendment but 
it introduced a new obstacle to agreement 
in the shape of what is called the mail 
subsidy amendment. The present law in 
regard to compensation for carrying the 
mails by American vessels engaged in 
foreign trade is manifestly unjust, and 
furnishes one of the real burdens upon the 
American merchant marine. Any vessel 
of the United States bound to or 
from a foreign port is compelled 
to receive and convey ail the mails 
offered by the Post Office Department 
or by any diplomatic or consular officer 
abroad. It cannot obtain its clearance 
‘papers without doing so. Its officers or 
owners are allowed no choice in the mat- 

ter, or in determining the compensation, 
which is limited to 2 cents for each 
letter carried. The compensation is in- 
adequate and the service is a burden and 
an expense to every American vessel in 
the foreign trade. With foreign vessels 
contracts have to be made, open to com- 
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wise trade such contracts are made. 
As. a matter of fact, vessels running 
from one United States port to another 
receive a compensation for carrying the 
mails averaging 57 1-2 cents a mile for tho 
distance run, while American vessels run- 
ning to Havana, Vera Cruz, South Ameri- 
can ports, or to China and the East—for 
there are practically none running to Eu- 
rope—receive less than 2 1-2 cents per mile 
for carrying the mails, which they are 
obliged to take. The Senate amendment 
provides for'a compensation not exceeding 
$1 per mile, the service to be performed 
‘“* under contract entered into by the Post- 
master-General, after legal advertisement, 
with the lowest responsible bidder.” The 
aggregate amount to be expended for such 
service is limited to the gross revenues of 
the Post Office Department from foreign 
mails, less the amount paid to foreign ves- 
sels and to foreign administrations for 
intermediary, territorial, and sea tran- 
sit for such mails. This provis- 
ion may not meet all reasonable re- 
quirements or conform to all proper safe- 
guards, but it is in no real sense a subsidy. 
Reasonable provision ought to be made 
for mail service by American vessels, but 
considering the controversy which the 
subject excites, this, too, ought to have 
been left out of the Dingley bill and 
treated as an, independent proposition. 
The simplest solution of the present diffi- 
culty is to give up both amendments for 
the present and pass the bill with the 
provisions upon which the Senate and 
House are in agreement. 


THE WIRES AND POLES MUST GO. 


The Governor has signed the bill that 
requires telegraph, telephone, and electric- 
light wires in this city and Brooklyn to be 
placed under ground before Nov. 1, 1885. 
While it does not yet appear that the cor- 
porations affected by this new law have 
determined to disobey it, the statements 
made by the President of the Western 
Union Company lead some persons to pre- 
dict that an attempt will be made to deprive 
the people of the benefits of this statute 
by long and tedious litigation. Dr. GREEN 
holds that the Legislature has no power to 
compel his company to take down poles 
already erected and wires already strung 
upon them, although it may have power 
to forbid the erection of additional poles 
and the extension of additional wires 
above the surface of the streets. 

This law was supported by public senti- 
ment, and we believe that it will be en- 
forced. Sooner or later the wires and 
poles will cease to cumber the streets of 
this city, and the companies will find it 
cheaper in the end to submit to the inev- 
itable. Dr. GREEN gleefully tells a re- 
porter that the Western Union Compa- 
ny has in the last three years and 
a half paid $18,000,000 in dividends 
and expended $5,700,000 more of its 
earnings in extending its plant. The ex- 
pense of putting its wires under ground 
would be a small matter to a company so 
rich and prosperous. THOMAS A. EDISON, 
who isa pretty good authority, says that 
the cost of burying 75 per cent. of the 
Western Union wires in this city 
and Brooklyn will not exceed $100,- 
000, and asserts that the mechan- 
ical difficulties to be overcome are 
no greater than those encountered in 
stringing wires on poles in the air. More- 
over, the saving on repairs will, in his 
opinion, more than pay the interest on 
the cost of transferring the wires from 
poles to under-ground conduits. The cost 
of burying telephone wires will be greater, 
but he asserts that the telephone compa- 
nies can easily comply with the law with- 
out injury to their service if they shall 
choose to spend the money. 

But Mr. Eprson does not think that the 
companies will yield to the will of the 
people as expressed in the law. He pre- 
dicts that they will do nothing in the six- 
teen months allowed by the statute, and 
that on Nov. 1, 1885, they will impudently 
put to the people that old question, 
‘« What are you going to do about it?” 

Inasmuch as it is now admitted that the 
change can be made, and that the cost 
will not be great, we are inclined to think 
that if this course shall be pursued the 
people will have an answer ready when 
the time comes, and that the answer will 
not be one out of which the companies 
can get much comfort. 


A NEW ARITHMETIC. 

Having invented a new style of syllo- 
gism, the Tribune has turned its attention 
from logic to arithmetic, and has devised 
a new system of addition and subtraction 
by which it is enabled to prove that 
BLAINE would inevitably carry New-York 
State against CLEVELAND. 

Gov. CLEVELAND was elected by a ma- 
jority of about 200,000. He had, says the 
Tribune, ‘‘a plurality of 192,854, and yet 
he received 20,226 less votes than were 
cast for President Garfield. If that 
proves him invincible let him be put up 
at once.” 

Hitherto it has been supposed that 
CLEVELAND'S majority over FOLGER was 
due to the fact that some 200,000 Republic- 
ans who had voted for GARFIELD refused to 
vote for FoLGeER. That he received 20,226 
less votes than were cast for GARFIELD 
proves, by the ordinary rules of arithme- 
tic, that had FOLGER been as acceptable a 
candidate as was GARFIELD he would still 
have been overwhelmingly defeated. Nev- 
ertheless, by tne simple method of print- 
ing the assertion as to GARFIELD’s vote in 
italics, the Tribune proves to its own sat- 
isfaction that Gov. CLEVELAND would be a 
weak candidate for the Presidency. In 
other words, the Tribune’s new arithmetic 
contains’ the rule, ‘‘ The value of figures 
is totally changed by printing them in 
italics.” It is fortunate that this rule 
was not discovered a year ago, for had it 
been the Tribune could have transferred 
CLEVELAND’S majority to FOLGER by print- 
ing the figures 192,854 in italics, 

“It is commonly claimed,” says the 
Tribune, “‘that the ‘independent: vote’ 
elected Gov. CLEVELAND. The fact is 
that the people who staid at home elect- 
ed him, and of them at the very least 140,- 
000 were Repubiicans.” Most people have 
fallen into the error of supposing that the 
Republicans who would not vote for 
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porters of the regular ticket, and 
that they preferred to see CLEVE- 
LAND elected. The same people now 
reason that if 140,000 Republicans 
should refuse to vote for Mr. BLAINE in 
this State, his competitor would carry the 
State. But this is all wrong according to 
the new Tribune arithmetic. Not to vote 
fora Republican candidate for Governor 
may defeat him, but not to vote for a Re- 
publican Presidential candidate does him 
noharm. Hence the second new rule of the 
Tribune’s arithmetic seems to be, ‘‘ What- 
ever is true of figures in regard to a State 
election is untrue in regard to a Federal 
election.” 

The Tribune proceeds to say that ‘‘Sec- 
retary FOLGER, though a worthy and able 
man, whose personal fitness no one ques- 
tioned, could not command two-thirds of 
the Republican vote. * * * The selec- 
tion of a Cabinet officer and some of the 
steps leading to his nomination had dis- 
pleased” many Republicans. ‘‘ These 
causes, ’ continues the Tribune, ‘‘ are not 
now pertinent.” That is to say, CLEVE- 
LAND could beat FOLGER because the latter 
was a man of untarnished character, who 
was nominated by the intrigues of SrevE 
FRENCH and other wire-pullers; but CLEVE- 
LAND could not beat BLAINE because the 
latter is a man of tarnished character who 
was nominated by the efforts of STEVE 
ELKINS and the star route gang. This, 
again, is an illustration of the rule that 
whatever is true of figures in regard to a 
State election is untrue in regard to a Fed- 
eral election. Respectable Republican vot- 
ers who reject an honest and incorrupti- 
ble candidate for Governor because they 
do not like the men who nominated him 
will gladly accept a ‘‘ tattooed” candidate 
for President, even if he was nominated 
by the influence of the worst elements in 
the party. 

Finally, the Tribune proves conclusively 
that BLAINE could beat OLEVELAND by as- 
serting that ‘‘there are 600,000 Republic- 
an voters in New-York this year,” and of 
these it thinks that Gov. CLEVELAND could 
not get 5,000. Of course, the Tribune re- 
gards no man as a Republican voter who 
does not always vote the regular ticket. 
If there are 600,000 Republicans of 
this kind in the State, of course 
they will elect Barve. Hence the Trib- 
une’s third new arithmetical rule is, 
‘““Assume your figures to be what you 
would like them to be, and proceed to 
monkey with them in a way to meet your 
views.” This greatly simplifies the proc- 
ess of demonstrating that the election of 
any candidate is easy and certain, and the 
Tribune deserves the thanks of all those 
who perceive that in order to make Mr. 
BLAINE’Ss election sure we must have both 
anew system of logic and anew system 


of arithmetic.

OBITUARY. 


COL. WILLIAM M’CANDLESS, 

Col. William McCandless died at his home 
in Philadelphia yesterday morning after SOVy 
eral months’ iliness, the result of a wound re- 
ceived in the thigh during the war of thé re- 
bellion, coupled with general debility. He was 
in.his forty-ninth year, having been born in 
Philadelphia, Sept. 29, 1885. His education was 
received in the public schools of that city, after 
leaving which he served an apprenticeship of 
five yearsin a machine shop. He then acted as 


an engineer on the Pennsylvania Railroad, but 
having a decided taste for the law he returned to 
Philadelphia and studied in the office of Lewis C. 
Cassidy. He was admitted to the Bar in 1858 and 
practiced until President Lincoln issued his call 
for troops in 1861, when he enlisted as a private 
in the Second Regiment, Pennsylvania Reserves. 
He was soon after elected Major, and in October 
following was cOmmissioned Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and on the retirement of Col. Wilham B. Mann 
he assumed command of the regiment. In the 
Peninsula campaign he showed good judgment 
and skill in commanding his troops, and on Aug. 
1, 1862, he was commissioned Colonel for gallant 
and meritorious conduct. Col. McCandless was 
severely wounded at the Battle of Bull Run 
and had to be carried from the field 
to Washington, but he rejoined his re- 
giment at Sharpsburg and participated 
in Burnside’s Pampaign. Col. McCandless 
commanded the First Brigade of the Reserve 
Corps in Meade’s campaign, and during the ab- 
sence of Gen. Crawford, in the Winter of 1863 and 
Spring of 1864, he commanded the division. On 
May 5, 1864, when the First Brigade was cut off 
and surrounded in the Wilderness, Col. McCand- 
less was captured by the rebels, but in the con- 
fusion which followed he eluded his captors, 
made his escape through the dense forests, and 
arrived safely in camp at Spottsylvania Court- 
house. Three days later, on Sunday evening, « 
while leading his brigade in a charge, he was 
wounded in the hand, and disabled from 
serving longer in. the ficid. He returnea 
to Philadelphia, and was subsequently tend- 
ered a Brigadier-General’s commission, but he 
declined it and resumed his practice of the law, 
a profession which he continued until his last 
illness. In 1866 be was elected State Senator on 


‘the Democratic ticket in the First District of 


Pennsylvania, and while at Harrisburg he took a 
leading position in the ranks of his party. partic- 
ipating in all the debates on the more important 
questions before the Legislature. He was elected 
Secretary ot Internal Affairs of Pennsylvania in 
1874, after having been defeated whilea candi- 
date for State Auditor in 1871. In May, 1878, he 
was before the State Convention at Pittsburg as 
a candidate for Governor, but was withdrawn on 
the third ballot, which nominated Andrew H. 
Dill. In the following Fall he was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress in the First Dis- 
trict. but was defeated by Gen. H. H. Bingham, 
Republican.

COL. EDWARD R. PLATT. 

Col. Edward R. Platt, of the United 
States Army, Adjutant-General of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, died at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kansas, yesterday, after a brief illness. Col 
Platt was graduated at West Point, July 1, 1849, 
and was immediately sent to take part’in the 


hostilitiesagainst the Seminole Indians in Florida. 
In the following year he wasstationed at Fortress 
Monroe, and in 1858 he returned to West Point as 
a Second Lieutenant and Assistant Professor 
of French. During the Summer he went 
to Fort Smith, Arkansas, and to Fort 
Washita, Indian ‘'erritory, and in the two years 
following he fought the Indians in Florida as 
First Lieutenant in the Second Artiilery. From 
Oct. 5. 1855, to Aug. 31, 1859, he taught French at 

West Point, and the breaking out of the civil 
war found him on the plains of Kansas. He be- 
came Captain in the Second Artillery in 186], and 
was made Brevet Major for gallant and meri- 
torious services at the battle of Bull Run. Dur- 

ing the succeeding two years he took part in 
several batties, and on Dec. 13, 1842, was made 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel for meritorious serv- 
ice at the battle of Fredericksburg. He served 
in the Pennsylvania campaign, and was present 
at the battle of Gettysburg. At the close of 
the war he returned to West Point as 
acting Professor of Spanish, and later on as as~ 
sistant instructor of artillery tactics. In Sep- 
tember, 1865, he took command at Angel Island, 
San Francisco, and at San José in May, 1866. He 
ferved as Judge-Advocate of the Department of: 
California from April 1, 1866, to Dec. 31, 1871. 
From January to December, 1872, he held com- 
raand at Point San Jos*, when he was trans- 
ferred to the command of the post at Charleston. 
In May, 1873, he became Adjutant-General of the 
Department of the Gulf, «nd in January, 187, 
of the Department of the Missoum. He was born) 
in Vermont.

THE SCOTT LIQUOR LAW. 
ae ree 
Cotcumsoes, June 17.—The decision of tha 
Supreme Court to-day is not satisfactory to tha 
liquor men and saloon-keepers, who were confi- 
dent that the court would declare the Scott 
Liquor law unconstitutional. The court did not 
pass on the-constiiutionality of the law as a 
whole, but merely the special sections which 


were at issue. Tne liquor men say the decision 
is nothing: short of a piece of ingenious legal 
juggiery for campaign purposes. Ti.c law, so 
Tar as the tax imposed is concerned, remains the 
same, but the tax cannot be made a lien on prop- 
erty rented for the purpose of carrying on the 
traific. The following is the official syllabus in 
the Scott law cases: 

“William B. King vs. W. S. Cappellor, Auditor of 
Hamilton County, and C. A. Miller, Treasurer of that 
County. Error to the District Court of Hamilton 
County. Foliett, J. King engaged in the traffic iv 
liquors on premises occupied by him as a tenant, 
made to the Assessor the return provided in the act 
commenly known as the +cott law, (30 Ohio L. 164,) 
and on Muy 5, 1883, commenced suit against the 
Auditor and County Treasurer for the purpose, it i 
claimed, of restraining the levy and collection an 
the assessment, and siso filed a motion, accompanied 
with an affidavit, for an injunction, but such motion 
was never submitted to or decided by the court. Sub- 
sequently to the time providea for the collection of the 
assessment the Auditor and ‘Treasurer demurred to 
the petition, at which time, consistently with the 
record, the tax muy have been voluntarily paic. Hed: 
First, even if the petition issufficient. areviewing{cuurt 
cannot say in the circumstances there wus error tu’ the 
Pluintiffs prejudice in sustaining the demurrer 
and dismissing the petition; second, 
petition for such ua purpose is not only 
general, but vugue and _ indefinite in its 
allegations and objects, it Isto be regurded as insuffi- 
cient in substance and not merely in form; third, as- 
suming, without deciding that the Scott law, so called, 
is unconstitutional in all respects still the petition in 
this case does not stute facts sufficient to constitnte a 
cause of action, and hence thére is no error. Judg- 
ment affirmed. Johnson, Chief-Justice. and Mcflvaine, 
Judge, concur in affirming tbe judgment, on the sround 
that the act in controversy is constitutional. Upon the 
point on which the majority untie in affirming the judg- 
ment they express no opinion. 

“William Butz7man and Jacob Mueller, vs. H. N. 
Whitbeck, Treasurer of Cuyahoga County. Error to 
District Court of Cuyshoga County. Owen, - J. 
First, whether a statute is in effect a license law, 
and therefore in conflict with the eighteenth section 
of the schedule of the Constitution of 1851, must be 
determined from the operation and effect of the 
statute and not fromthe form it may be made to as- 
sume, (State vs. Ilipp, 36 0. 8. 199,) followed and ap- 
proved.

John, Chief-Justice, and Mclivaine, Judge. dissent.” 

CINCINNATI, June 17.—The straddle of tne 
Supreme Court on the question of the constitu- 
tionality of the Scott liquor law has caused 
some surprise here. The Democrats had given 
the liquor interest to understand that with the 
accession of Democratic Judges to the Supreme 
Court bench the law would be declared uncon- 
stitutional. The help which the Democrats 
received from the liquor men _ last 
Fall was due to. this promise, and it 
was currently believed the promise-as_ ta 
the action of the court would be fulfilled. The 
Legislature did not dareto repeal so popular a 
law, and the plan of disposing of it in the Su- 
Loken Court was adopted for that reason. A 
arge class of the saloon-keéepers of this city are 
very muchineensed at the half-way action of 
the court, and are threatening to punish the 
Democrats for their unfair dealing witb 
them by voting the Republican ticket thig 
Fall. The brewers and saloon-keepers who 
Saw in the heavy rohibition vote of 
lust Fall an imminent danger that the entire 
liquor business would be prohibited, were 
anxious that the law should stand as it was, and 
hence were pleased to bear that it had not been 
set aside. ‘hey argucd that if the Scott law 
was tound unconstitutional while the public 
mind ou the subject of temperance is in its pres. 
ent condition some harder measure would be 
sure to be enacted in its place. While they are 
pleased at the failure of the Supreme Court to set 
the law aside, they do not give the Democracy any 
credit in this matter. Whatever politica! effect 
the decision has, therefore, will be favorable to 
the Republicans. Some of the Democratic lead- 
ers were urging to-day that their party wou!d 
derive benefit from having let so popuiar-a jaw 
stand, but as the measure was originated and 
put in operation by the Republicans that can 
1ardly be. Tne Republicans are claiming to- 
night that Cincinnati will now give 3,300 Repub- 
lican majority in October. With the liquor in- 
terest opposed to the Republicans there would be 
a majority of from 3,000 to 5,000 azainst

. RUTGERS STUDENTS TOLD ABOUT 
POLITICAL LIFE, 

: CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW’S ADDRESS UPON THE 
NEED OF YOUNG TALENT IN POLITICS 
AND WHY IT IS NOT THERE. 

New-Bronswick, N. J., June 17.—This 
has been the social day of Commencement week 
at Rutgers. The Alumni swarmed in, took pos- 
session of the college, and had everything their 
own way from morning until night. Chauncey 

“M. Depew and ex-Speaker Sharpe poked politi- 

cal fun at each other over the Alumni dinner. 
When the meal was over Mr. Depew led 
@ procession one-eighth of a mile long to 
the ‘local theatre. It has always been cus- 
tomary to hear the Literary Society oration in 
the chapel, but so many people wanted to hear 
the well-known New-Yorker's views on “ The 
Educated Man in Practical Life” tnata larger 
hal] was secured. The theatre is roomy, but by 
no means ornamental. It will seat about as 
many people as the Bijou, and it was filled to the 
galleries when Mr. Depew laid his manuscript 
on a mahogany pulpit borrowed from a neigh- 


boring church. The address was well calculated 
to please the admirers of this conservative old 
college—a strong plea for a solid, substantial, 
liberal! education. 

Mr. Depew said that we live in a time when 
the average intelligence is hizher, when society 
is purer, more periectand more liberal than ever 
beiore. As the demand for trained workers and 
the necessity for thorough prepa ation increa:o, 
60 do the difficulties in the way of solid learning. 
Speed is the victor and the vice of this genera- 
tion. One man take the place of 100 workers, 
and labor which formeriy required a year is now 

rformed in aday. Time and space are anni- 

ilated. There is fever in the blood and fire in the 
brain. Hence the dangers and difficulties which 
. nowtbreaten liberal culture. Amid the din, clush, 
rush, and roar of individual activities and specu- 
lative excitements a young man finds it bard to 
secure the time and repose necessary to lay that 
firm and solid foundation without which a lib- 
eral education and a broad and healthful devel- 
opment of the intellect are alike impossible. 
en clamor for a short road to business. The 
colleges recognize the demand, loosen the dis- 
cipline of the curriculum, permit the selection 
of elective studies by those who have neitber the 
ability nor the experience to select, and grant 
diplomas for bread and butter equipments. 
Some. not satisfied with this, rush in a year 
through business or special colleges, and boast 
that while others are digging amid the bones and 
dust of the past they, having purchased a ready- 
made suit of mental clothing, are on the road to 
fortune. Asa result, the land is filled with nar- 
row-minded, partly-informed, bigoted specialists, 
useless to themselves or to the world outside of 
their vocation, and not great within it. 

Mr. Depew’s remarks on modern statesman- 
ship brought forth a thumping of canes from the 
old men, vigorous clapping of hands from the 
young men, and laughter from the ladies. The 
speaker waited, with a_biand smile, until the ap- 
plause had subsided. Then he said: 

The liberally educated young men in our countay 
should be politicians, but it is almost impossible for 
them to be office-holders. Office, unless they have first 
secured at least a moderate competence, endangers 
their independence, retards their success, and may 
spoil the rcareers. The enervy of business, its absorp- 
tion of all ciusses. its demand for uninterrupted time 
and attention, andthe increase of the cost of living have 
nowhere produced such effect as upon our states- 
manship. The legitimate expenses of an election al- 
most equal the salary of the Representatives, and the 
exacting duties of the position prevent his successful 
manugement of either a professional or mercantile vo- 
cation. Men of affairs, instead of applauding the pub- 
lic spirit of one of their own number who enters public 
service, regard him with distrust and withdraw their 


confidence and credit. 

Hence, the halls of Congress are gradually filling 
up with wealthy men and professional place men. By 
combination and cunning mediocrity occupies positions 
it cannot fill, and the machine runs for the suppression 
of dangerous ability andthe division of all the divi- 
dends of honor and power among its di- 
rectors. The necvessity of manipulation for re- 
election, of re-election for a vocation, gives 
no opportunity to master those great questions 
upon whose solution depend the destiny of the 
Commonwealth. The Representative, devoured by a 
consuming anxiety ubout his fortunes, and having 
failed to stndy the needs and principles of government, 
is blown about by every shifting current of popular 
breath. When he fails because he bas builded upon,the 
sand, if he has passed the period when aduaptution is 
possible, he closes his career as a door-keeper, a claim 
agent, or a department clerk. 

There is not at this hour holding office in public life a 
single recognized and undisputed leader of a great 

y.orthe progenitor of accepted ideas. The Con- 
gressional Record is a morass of crudity and words 
whose boundless area and bottomless depths none 
have courage to explore. The Washiogtons, Adam es, 
and Jays of the first period; the Hamiltons, Jeffer- 
cons, and Madisons of the second period; the Web- 
sters, Clays, and Calbouns of the third period, 
and the Sewards, Sumners, ané Lincolns of the fourth 
ariod have no successors of equal power or infiuence. 
“he debates of to-day are unread. but the utterances 
of those statesmen were read by millions. Has the tal- 
ent which made these men eminent died ont? Oh, no.

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DORA PASSMORE'S CHILD. 
THE TROUBLE WHICH IT HAS ALREADY 
CAUSED IN THE WORLD. 

Exrmrra, N. Y., June 17.—About two 
years ago a young woman named Dora Pass- 
more, who was living with friends in Bradford 
County, Penn., went away from home one day 
and never came back. She had been adopted 
twenty years ago by the late Judge Passmore, of 
Bradford County, who gave her his name and 
educated her. She wasanorphan. Judge Pass- 
more died four years ago, and then Dora lived 
around among his relatives in different parts of 
the county. She was.a handsome girl, but had 
been in low. spirits for some weeks before she 
disappeared, and her mysterious absence created 
great surprise in the community, and the general 


impression was that she had committed suicide 
while suffering from despondency, the cause of 
which, however, could not be surmised. 

Early last Summer L. R. Browning, Postmaster 
at Kome, Bradford County, advertised for an 
orphan child to adopt into his family. He re- 
ceived a letter from a woman named Emma C. 
Lee, of Syracuse, who said that she had in her 
charge a child which she had no doubt would 
please Mr. wig ime After some correspond- 
ence Mr. and Mrs. Browning met Mrs. Lee at 
Nichols, N. Y., where she showed them the child. 
It was bright and handsome, and the Brownin 
were so much pleased with it that they took it 
from Mrs. Lee at once. She suid it was an orphan 
child, of excellent parentage. Mr. Browning 
paid her $175 for her services in procuring it for 
them, and took it home to Rome, where they 
became warmly attached to it. The child wasa 
girl, 18 months old. 

Early in the past Spring Mr. Browning was sur- 
prised to receive a call from Mrs. ‘here was 
a gentleman with her, whom she introduced as 
Mr. E. 8. Butterfield, a lawyer, of Syracuse. The 
lawyer produced a paper which he served upon 
Mr. Browning. It was a power of attorney, signed 
by Mrs. Dora Sterling, of Dixon, Ill... demanding 
that Browning should return to Mrs. Lee the 
child he had obtained from her. Mrs. Sterling 
stated in the document that she was the mother 
ot the child. Browning refused to recognize the 
document, and took legal advice. His ‘lawyer 
aavised him to contest the matter. It was taken 
before Judge Morrow, at Towanda. Pending the 
hearing Browning's counsel communicated with 
Mrs. Sterling, and received the following tele- 
gram: 

“ Give up the child. A man came all the way from 
New-York and forced me to sign the papers.” 

This telegram was readin court. After hear- 
ing the arguments in the case Judge Morrow 
decided in favor of the Brownings and gave 
them the custody of the child. 

In the latter part of April two men drove into 
the village of Rome one afternoon. Henry 
Stark recognized in one of them a man named 
Henry Dascomb, of Athens, Penn. Subsequent- 
ly Dascomb showed Stark a fat aye ot the 
adopted Browning child, and said he would like 
to know where Browning lived. Stark suspect- 
ed there was something wrong, but showed Das- 
comb the Browning residence. During the day 
Dascomb became confidential and told Stark, 
on pledge of secrecy, that he and his com- 
panion, who was John Haddock, of Litchfield, 
Penn., were in Rome for the < ** of kidnap- 
ing the child fora Mrs. Lee, who was waiting 
for them at Waverly. She was to pay them $100 
for the job. Before night Stark had informed 
Mr. Browning of the plot. Browning armed him- 
self and prepared to meet the kidnapers. They 
drove up to the house about 8 o'clock in the 
evening. One of them alighted from the wagon 
and was about knocking at Browning’s door. 
when some movement about the house or yard 
alarmed the man in the wagon, and he called to 
his companion, who ran back to the wagon, 
jumped in, and was driven rapidly away. 

It was learned,a few days ago, that Mrs. Lee 
was the proprietor of a lying-in hospital in Syra- 
cuse. One day last week a stranger appeared in 
Waverly and asked the aid of the police author- 
ities of that place in apprehending Mrs. Lee. 
What the charge is that he made or who he 
was has been kept a profound secret. When the 
police made inquiry in Syracuse for Mrs. Lee 
they found that she had left the city. No trace 
ot her could be found. A son-in-law of hers 
who lives in Syracuse, on being asked 
if it was Postmaster Browning who was 
seeking Mrs. Lee’s arrest on the charge of at- 
tempting to kidnap the child, replied that he 
thought not, as Browning had paid his mother- 
in-law a large sum to give bonds not to molest 
the child further. As the fact has come out, 
since the police have been asked to find Mrs. Lee, 
that the Mrs. Sterling who gave the power of 
attorney, and declared the child was hers, is none 
other than the former Dora Passmore, who dis- 
appeared so mysteriously from Bradford County 
two years ago, it is now believed that the arrest 
is asked for in herinterest. It seems that Miss 
Passmore left her child with Mrs. Lee and asked 
her to procure it a good home. She then 
went West, where she married well. It is 
supposed that she was forced to confess to the 
maternity of the child and give the power of at- 
torney by anagent of Mr. Lee's by threats that 
her secret would be revealed to her husband. 
Why Mrs. Lee was s0 anxious to regain possession 
of the child cannot be surmised. but it is believed 
that her arrest wil) develop a gigantic scheme of 
black-mail against — nent families in the 

community. Mrs. bad in her hospital at 
Syracuse several young women paticnts, three 
of whon, 1t is said, are members of well-known 
seouthern tier families. She isalarge property- 
owner in Cortland County. 


THE MILWAUKEE BANK FAILURE. 


A RECEIVER APPOINTED AND THE CONCERN 
TO LIQUIDATE. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 17.—As fore- 

shadowed in these dispatches last night the 


Manufacturers’ Bank closed its doors at 10 
o’clock tnis morning. The following notice was 


posted on its doors: 

“Owing to inability to convert our assets so as to 
meet the immediate deniands of deposit: ra, the board 
has unanimously resolved to suspend payment, ‘The 
assets of the bank have been put into the hanasofa 
responsible Receiver for th » purpose of /iquidation.” 

This forenoon Judge Hamilton, of the Circuit 
Court, appointed George P. Sanborn Receiver of 
the Manufacturers’ Bank, with all the powers 
inciderit to the office. Mr. Sanborn zave a bond 
in thesum of $300,000, with Isaac A. Hasbrouck 
and Albert Conro, respectively, President and 
Vice-President of the bank, as sureties. The 


complaint of Vice-President Hasbrouck, who 
asked that a Receiver be appointed, states that 
the bank has become and is insolvent and un- 
able to pay its debts and unable to con- 
tinue the business of banking, and _ this 
action he states is, therefore, brought to 
close up the business of the bank in 
accordance with the provisions of the jaw. Ac- 
cording to his best information and belief, tne 
assets vf the corporation are about $500,000, 
and, in order to save the assets and administer 
the same for the benefit of the crediturs, it is 
necessary that immediate proceedings be bad to 
restrain the bank from using its corporate pow- 
ers and from collecting any of the moneys, prop- 
erty, or effects of the corporation, and that a 
Receiver of all the aew and assets should be 
immediately appointed. 

The Manufacturers’ Bank has been in opera- 
tion since 15738. The officers are Albert Conro, 
President; I. A. Hasbrouck, Vice-President, and 
W. 5S. Candee, Cashier. Its capital is $50,000. Mr. 
Candee stated this morning that tne liabilities 
amounted in round numbers to $400,000, and the 
assets to $600,000. 

** What do the assets consist of 7?" asked the re- 
= * Bills, notes, and so on,” Mr. Candee re- 
plied, 

A rumor that President Conro had undertaken 
to make good the losses of depositors in case the 
sum realized hy the conversion of the assets 
should be insufhcient to meet the bank’s liabili- 
ties was referred to Mr. Candee, who said: * Yes, 
there is a basis for that. Mr. Conro offered yes- 
terday to become individually liable for every 
cent the bank owed if hecould raise the money.” 

“Is money deposited yesterday being re- 
turned?” * Yes,so far as we can identify the 
depositors as having placed it here yesterday.” 

The failure created quite a stir in commercial 
circles. Many people are of the opinion that 
the assets are merely nominal, and that the 
will leave a large shortage when the concern is 
final y wound up. It was reported at one time 
that the failure was due to stock speculations, 
hut this report cannot be traced to any trust- 
worthy source. The failure was probably due to 
the general depression of securities. 

Alexander Mitchell left to-night for New- 
York, where he goes on business. Before his de- 
parture THe TIMEs's correspondent asked him 
whether the failure of the bank would be likely 
to complicate the affairs of any of the other 
financial institutions of the cry. “ Nota bit,” 
replied Mr. Mitchell. we've all known of it 
for two weeks or more. The failure may affect 
individuals. but it has no general significance. 
The Manufacturers’ Bank never belonged to the 
Clearing-bouse. It had little capital and no 
financial standing. Concerning the general out- 
look, Mr. Mitchel) said: ** There has n a sub- 
stantial improvement. The banks in New-York 
now have a very strong position, and are run- 
ning their business about the same as before the 
flurry. We may look for an easy money market 
during the Summer, though the large crops may 
create a demand for money at a little better 


rates.” 
A CASE WHICH PUZZLES THE POLICE. 
PoTTSVILLE, Penn., June 17.—Some ex- 
citement was created here to-day over a mysteri- 
ous affair which puzzles the detectives and the 
District Attorney who was investigating the 
matter. Last evening while a person from this 
city was fishing in the Tumbling Run Valley, 
near the turnpike, a horse.and carriage came up 
and entered the woods.

SUSPECTED OF WIFE MURDER. 
LOOKING FOR THE HUSBAND OF THE WOM- 
AN FOUND DROWNED IN THE RARITAN. 

New-Brounswick, N. J., June 17.—A Cor- 
Oner's jury has decided that the woman whose 
body was found in the Raritan Canal last Friday 
was murdered. Persons’ who saw the body in 
the Morgue and observed the wounds on the face 
and head expressed doubts that the woman 
was drowned, and suggested an investigation. 
The body was buried, but Chief of Police 


Fitzgerald received information which led to its 
being exhumed and a medical examination made. 
Dr. C. M. Slack, the County Physician, founda 
rag; cut on the right side of the head, a bruise 
on the left forehead, another on the right shoul- 
der, and both hands were scratched as though 
the skin had been torn out by finger nails. The 
wounds were not sufficient to cause death, and 
from the ne age of the lungs the woman 
died of suffocation. 

Mrs. Augustus De Pussy, who lives on the 
Euston turnpike, recognized the body as that 
of Mary Smolenski, a woman in her employ. 
Her husband is William Smoienski, a Pole. The 
deceased was of Irish birth. The couple used to 
live in this town, but last Winter they went to 
Bound Brook. They never got along well to- 
gether. Shecomplained that her husband did 
not provide for her, and Smolenski, in turn, ac- 
cused his wife of living improperly. He was 
heard to say once: ‘‘ If Mary does not do better 
than she is doing I will kill her.” 

William Fisher, keeper of the five-mile lock. 
recognized the body of the woman. He saw her 
on the tow-path Thursday evening, walking from 
Bound Brook witha man. The two were quar- 
reling. The man carried a smull yellow valise. 
When he heard of a body being found he re- 
called the couple and the hard words they used, 
and went down to look at it., Smolenski and his 
wife used to work for James Dunbar, in Piscata- 
way,and for Samuel Cole, in Bound Brook. It 
was noticed at both places that they quarrelea. 
They left Mr. Cole's house between 3 and 4 o'clock 
last Thursday afternoon with $16 in money, in- 
tending to go to New-York. 

The wounds on the dead woman's head do not 
look as though they were inflicted with a sharp 
instrument. It looks as though she had 
been stunned by a blow and pushed into the 
water. A Coroner's jury examined the witnesses 
this afternoon, and within 10 minutes brought 
in a verdict of willful murder acainst William 
Smolenski. The police are looking for him. 
They heard this evening that he was seen several 
times on Friday evening and Saturday morning 
on his journey to New-York.

HIESTER CLYMER A SUICIDE. 
MORPHIA, NOT APOPLEXY, THE CAUSE OF 
HIS SUDDEN DEATH. 

READING, Penn., June 17.—This city to- 
night is alive with gossip concerning the death 
of the Hon. Hiester Clymer, ex-member of Con- 
gress. It leaked out that his death was caused 
by his own act, and was not the result of apo- 
plexy, as was reported at the time of his death 
by his family. Last Friday evening, about 5 
o'clock, his wife entered his room and there 


found him in the agoniesof death, he having 
tuken a large dose of morphia. In one hand he 
helda carving knife eight inches long, with a very 
sharp edge. Shescreamed loudly, and then, faint- 
ing away, felito the floor, where a number of the 
servants attracted by her piercing cries found 
her. Physicians were quickly summoned, and 
did all in their power to save his life. Mr. Clymer 
wus walked around the room to work off the 
effects of the morphia. At midnight a stomach 
pump was obtained, but with this the poison 
could .not be removed. It is not known how 
long it was before he was discovered that Mr. 
Ciymer had taken the fatal dose, but sufficient 
time had elapsed to allow the drug to permeate 
his system. 

The cause of the suicide is supposed to be due 
to financial embarrassment and Mr. Clymer’s 
difficulty in obtaining money due him, owing to 
the depression in the iron trade. 

Mr. Clymer left two letters, one of 12 pages 
addressed to George F. Baer, who is the attorney 
for the Reading Railroad Company and the 
Reading Tron Works. The nature of the letter 
cannot be ascertained, but it is supposed to be in 
regard to his iron business. The other letter was 
addressed to the President of the Clymer Iron 
Company, at Temple, Penn., with whom the de- 
ceased was associated in business. Strong efforts 
were made by the family and friends to keep the 
fact of the suicide quiet, but ft leaked out 
through oneof theattending physicians. It was 
also desired not to have an inquest held. It is 
not known what the Coroner will doin the case. 
Disinterment for a post-mortem examination 
may be necessary. It was well known that Mr. 
Clymer was for some time embarrassed in money 
matters. Many friends said to-day that they 
would willing.y have helped him if he had made 
known to them his situation and wants, but he 
was aman of few words and never spoke of his 
troubles to his rriende, Mrs. Clymer will prob- 
ably remain here until tne estate of her husband 
is settled, and then remove to her mother’s home 
at St. Louis.

It is expected that from corporations outsidepf 
railroad and canal companies there will be abdut 
$100,000 aerived from property that heretofore 
was not liable to taxation.

MURDERED FOR INFIDELITY. 
New-Lonpon, Conn., June 17.—John P. 
Kennedy murdered his wife last night by strik- 
ing her on the back of the head three times with 
the blunt side of an axe.

sire to visita friend in Groton, on the opposite 
of the Thames River. He bade her adieu, but 
followed her and found her in company with a 
soldier. They returned home and had an anery 
dispute. Kennedy charged her with being un- 
true to him. She acknowledged the charge, 
and expressed a determination to continue in 
herevil ways. She then started to leave the house, 
when he struck her with the axe, crushing her 
skull! and killing her instantly. Po'lceman Wal- 
ter entered the house and by the dim light of a 
match discovered Kennedy, covered him witha 
revolver, and succeeded in capturing him. Ken- 
nedy has been dissipated for some time, and says 
he would have killed himself and the officer who 
arrested him if he had had a revolver.

GREAT CLOTHIERS SUSPEND. 
WHITFORD & CO. IN FINANCIAL 


DIFFICULTIES, 

The suspension of Carhart, Whitford & 
Co., clothing merchants, at Broadway and Canal- 
street, was announced yesterday. The news 
caused the greatest surprise, as the house was 
looked upon as one of the most prominent ones 
in the United States, and was regarded in the 
of clothing trade as highly almost as the late firm 
A. T. Stewart & Co. in the dry gonds trade. The 
firm were both manufacturers and retailers, their 
retail store, which was known all over the coifn- 


try as that of “ Baldwin the Clothier,” was at Ca- 
nal-street and Broadway, under their wholesale 
luce. The firm owned the retail business entire- 
y, Mr. Baldwin managing it under his name, 
which had obtained a widespread popularity. 
The retail sales are said to have exceeded 
$1,500,000 a year. In the trade the credit of the 
firm has — been of the highest order and 
stood unquestioned. They had an immense 
business, extending all over the country, their 
custom was eagerly sought after and their house 
was thought to be well organized and well man- 
aged in all its departments. 
he business has been established in this city 
since 1854, having previously been carried on at 
Newark, N. J. Bradstreet’s reports say that the 
firm was an outgrowth of the old concern of 
Shafer, Whitford & Co., whom Carhart, Whit- 
ford & Co. succeeded in 1865 with ample capital, 
which they gradually increased until 1873, when 
ex-Mayor George Opdyke became a special 
partner for $100,000, at which time they were 
quoted as worth from $400,000 to $500,000. By 
good management this was trebied within five 
In 1875 the firm dissolved by mu- 
tual consent, Mr. Opdyke withdrawing 
and the general partners continuing with 
great success. Their paper always sold 
at the lowest rates, and they discounted 
their purchases whenever it was an object to do 
so. On Dec. 7, 1882, the decease of Thomas F. 
Carhart, who was the principal moneyed man, 
caused a dissolution of the house. On Jan. 29 of 
the following yeara new firm was formed, the 
egy partners being Edmund H. Carhart, Al- 
rt T. Hamilton, iliam H. Whitford, and 
John B. Van Wagenen. Thoestate of Thomas F. 
Carhart was a o—_ partner for $300,000, to 
terminate Jan. 2%, 1888. This wasin accordance 
with the provisions of Mr. Carhart’s will. The new 
firm, it was stated, commenced with a total cap- 
ital of $600,000. mr. A. T. Hamilton, one of the 
general partners, died May 2 last. 

The firm made the following statement yester- 
day for publication: ‘On account of the death 
of one of our partners, Mr. A. T. Hamilton, 
which would dissolve the firm on July 1, and to 
ascertain the various interests, we have deter- 
mined to suspend and find out what our condi- 
tion is. We have just submitted the matter to 
our creditors. We paid our notes up to to-day. 
We cannot give a statement at present of our 
assets and liabilities. We believe the assets will 
be in excess of the liabilities. Our senior partner, 
Mr. Thomas F. Carhart, died about a yearanda 
half ago and his estate is interested with aspecial 
capital of $200,000. The conflicting interests of 
the two estates and the special partnership 
whieh expires by the recent death of our 
general partner, will need to beadjusted. We 
will endeavor to do the very best for our credit- 
ors,and be guided somewhat by their course.” 
In conversation with a reporter, the members of 
the firm said that they could not tell yet what 
they would do,as they had submitted their en- 
tire affairs to their creditors, and they desired to 
get their views astothbe best course to pursue. 
When asked if the report, which was current in 
the trade, that the liabilities were $1,200,000 and 
assets $2,000,000, was correct, they said that it 
Was somewhat exaggerated. They thought the 
habilities would probably be about $1,000,000, the 
nominal assets were far in excess of this amount, 
and their actual assets they regarded also as 
larger than their liabilities. 

A prominent note broker, speaking of the sus- 
pension, said that the death of two partners 
within a year anda half, the dissolution of the 
firm, the fact that the heirs of the lately deceased 
partner were pressing for their estate, inability 
to sell their paper, which was “gilt edged,” and 
the dull trade. especially within the past five or 
six weeks, were the causes which determined the 
firm to suspend until they could see how they 
stood. A creditor said yesterday that the sus- 
pension wasa great surprise, and that nearly 
every commission house in the trade was 
interested. He had heard the merchandise 
liabilities estimated at about $700,000, and 
that the firm had probably $400,000 in 
Ee er out, which wouid make the total 
iabilities about $1,100,000. They had a very 
large stock, reported at about $1,£00,000, but the 
figures were not definite. Although their paper 
was as goud as any in the market, he had heard 
that they had only solid a few pieces in the past 
month, the effect of the distrust growing out of 
the recent failuresin Wail-street. He expected 
that the firm would get an extension and go on, 
as Shey had the best wishes of their creditors. 

Mr. Van Wagenen was associated in the busi- 
ness with the late Mr. Carhart for 30 years: he 
was the financial manager, and was considered 
an ableand capable man. Mr. Whitford took 
care of the stock, while the late Mr. Hamilton 
bought the goods. Mr. Carhart’s life was in- 
sured for about $60,000. 


THE TENURE OF OFFICE BILL. 


CARHART, 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In view of Gov. Cleveland’s sharp criti- 
cism of the Tenure of Office bill, and the disposi- 
tion manifested in some quarters to cavil at and 
belittle his reasons and question his motives, it is 
but fair both to the authors of the bill and to 
the Governor that the facts should be stated as 
they really are. Theterms of office of the pres- 
ent Corporation Counsel and Commissioner of 
Public Works will expire in December of this 
year, and their successors, to be appointed by the 
Mayor, with the consent and approval of the 
Aldermen, will, by the provisions of the consoli- 


dation act, ho!d office until four years from the 
Ist day of next May, and thenceforward the suc- 
cessive incumbents of those offices are to hold 
for four-year terms commencing and ending on 
May 1. As it was deemed to be unfortunate that 
the first Mayor to be elected under the new mu- 
nicipal system inaugurated by the Aldermanic 
bill should find all the important offices gee 
tilled for terms extending beyond his own, a bill 
was ae gem providing that all Commissioners, 
heads of departments, and other officers who 
should be appointed by the present Mayor, 
either for a full term or to fill a vacancy. with 
or without confirmation by the Board of Alder- 
men, should hold office until the Ist day of Feb- 
ruiry, 1885, and until their successors should be 
appointed, and that such successors when ap- 
pointed should hold office for the terms for which 
those whom they succeeded would have held but 
for this act. 

This bill, as originally drawn, was entirely 
clear and consistent with the present charter of 
this city, in effect simply changing the time of 
appointment of the officials who are to hold 
untii Muay, 1889, from December, 1884, to Febru- 
ary, 188, while tor this appointment of their 
successors in 1889 the consolidation act makes 
ample provision, and if it had reached the Gov- 
ernor in this form it would, [ am satisfied, have 
met with no adverse criticism from him. Atter 
the bill bad passed the Senate and came up fora 
third reading in the Assembly.a member from 
this citv, who had not then displayed the cloven 
hoof that his subsequent course in regard to the 
Board of Elections bill made so apparent, offered 
an amendment ge henge 2 that. the terms of such 
officials as might be anpointed under the bill 
should be limited to the term of office of the 
Mayor making the appointment. ‘The friends of 
the measure, perhaps without sufficient consid- 
eration, accepted the amendment and the bill 
was passed as amended and hurriedly sent to the 
Senate, where the amendment was concurred in. 

This amendment had the precise effect that its 
astute proposer probably intended that it should 
have, and changed the bill from a complete and 
consistent to an incomplete and confused one. 
As amended, the bill provided a 23 months’ term 
for those appointed under it, and made no pro- 
vision whatever for the appointment of their 
successors or the duration of their terms, leav- 
ing such provision to be a by future legis- 
lation or evolved by judicial construction out of 
some section of the consolidation act. 1t is-easy 
for those who seek grounds for the abuse of the 
Governor to say that he should have trusted to 
the next Legislature to cure any defects that he 
might discover in the bill, but it is clear that no 
careful and conscientious Executive should 
knowingly assent to a radically defective bill 
simp! Shcaues be hopes that a Legislature not 
yet elected will see the defects and consent to 
rectify them. 

As the draughtsman of the original Tenure of 
Office act, and one of its most ardent support- 
ers, I am constrained to agree with Gov. Cleve- 
land that in the shape in which it reached him it 
was a very shabby piece of legislation, quite un- 
fit to find a place in the statute-book. 

As to the Park Commisstoners bill, it, too, was 
hastily and inconsideratcly amended in the 
course of its passage through the Legislature, 
and was thereby quite as effectually spoiled as 
was the Tenure of Office act.

QUEER SCENE IN COURT. 
sEMAREKABLE CONDUCT OF A JURYMAN 


WHO IS PREPARED FOR A CHALLENGE, 


The case of J. S. Goldsmith against Will- 
iam M. Abbott, Edward P. Baker, and the Frank- 
lin Bank-note Company to recover damages for 
malicious prosecution, the trial of which was 
epmmenced before Judge Barrett and a jury 
last Monday morning, terminated yesterday ina 
singtilar manner. The plaintiff testified that, 
having heard that spurious tickets of the Erie 
and elevated railway were being sola at reduced 
rates, he had cailed upon Superintendent Hain 
and Mr. Gallaway, Vice-President of the Man- 
hattan Elevated Kuilroad, informed them of the 
fact, and subsequently obtained from Hain writ- 
ten authority to purchase tickets and if possible 
discover the thieves. Subsequently he called 


upon Jobn N. Abbott, ticket agent of the 
Evie Railway Company, gave bim similar infor- 
mation, and also obtuined from him authority 
to pursue his investigations. which continued 
until about the tth duy of July, iss], on which 
day a messenger called upon him, stating that 
Mr. Gibson, the attorney for the bank-nvute com- 
ny. desired his presence atthe Tombs. When 
earrived he was arrested by the direction of 
the defendant Baker, who was Vice-Pres.dent of 
.the bank-note company, on an aifidavit of the 
efendant William M. Abbott, the brother of 
ohn N. Abbott, on the charge ot baving know- 
ingiy and unlawfully in his possession stolen 
Erie Railway tickets.. He was committed by 
Judge Utterbourg to the Tombs, where he was 
confined for about five days perding an exami- 
nation, and was discharged on the llth day of 
July, 1881, upon the ground that there was no 
evidenve against him. 

The tirst witness called was the Police Justice. 
He testitied to the arrest. commitment, and dis- 
charge of the pluintiff. While on the stand Will- 
iam P. Da Costa,one of the jury, asked the Police 
Justice if it was discretionary on the complaint 
to have issued the commitmentor not. Judge 
Dittenhoefer, one of plaintitf’s counsel, objected 
to the question as being immaterial. The objec- 
tivn was sustained by the court, who said it was 
plainly irrelevant, to which the juryman replied 
that he did not think it was immaterial, but he 
supposed the Judge ougiit to know the law. 
Subsequently the platntiff’ was called on the 
stand. Atter being subjected to a long examina- 
tion, he was cross-examined by William Gibson, 
defendants’ attorney, for the purpose of showin 
that plaintiff’s connection with the tickets an 
the investigation as to their circulation was of a 
character to justify the defendants’ suspicion as 
to plaintitf’s guilt. After the cross-examina- 
tion of plaintiff,a Mr. Smith was called as a wit- 
ness Who was present at some of the interviews 
had by the plaintiff with Messrs. Hain and Ab- 
bott, for the purpose of corroborating plaintiff's 
statement as to what took piace at those inter- 
views. While this witness was being examined, 
the same jurvman, Mr. Da Costa, said to the 
court in the hearing of the jury: “It is singular 
that it this witness Smith was present at these 
interviews the piaintiff did not mention that fact 
when he was on the stand.” To this Judge 
Ditténhoefer replied that the juryman was mis- 
taken; that plaintiff had several times mentioned 
the fact, and appealed to the other jurymen to 
state whether it was so. Many of them replied 
that such was the fact, and that they clearly un- 
derstood it to be so, But Mr. Da 
Costa still insisting that it was not so 
the court likewise confirmed the fact, and 
stated that he distinctiy remembered. The 
witness proceeded to testify, whereupon this 
juryman, again interrupting, asked in some- 
thing like the following language of the witness: 
“Isn't it strange that you heard everything that 
Mr. Goldsmith said to Hain, but not what Hain 
said to Goldsmith?” Judge Dittenhoefer imme- 
diately protested, characterizing this interrup- 
tion as improper conduct on the part of the 
juryman, tending to indicate prejudice and bias 
against his client, and asked that the remarks be 
taken down by the stenogravher, and moved 
that the trial be discontinued and the juryman 
withdrawn. He said it was perfectiv plain from 
these remarks that the juryman was not indiffer- 
ent and impartial, but was arguing the case 
openly in the hearing of the other jurymen be- 
fore the testimony had been completed, which 
in his judgment was an improper thing to do 
and he did not believe he could safely proceed 
with the trial with that juryman remaining in 
the panel. 

Mr. Gibson, in behalf of the defendants, dif- 
fered from Judge Dittenhoefer as to what was 
actually said by the juryman, and argued against 
the motion, claiming that it would be a great ex- 
perise to have the trial broken off. Judge Bar- 

tt at first refused to allow the cause to be post- 

oned, but in the course of the discussion the 
eae. again emote ge he said said he con- 
sidered himself insulted, and exclaimed in a sig- 
nificant manner that the plaintiff’s counsel knew 
his nome and address and where he could be 
found. 

The Judge finally stated that it would be un- 
just tocompel plaintiff to proceed with the case 
atter what had occurred, and that under all the 
circumstances he thought it would be best to 
postpone the cause and have it retried before an- 
other jury. The case accordingly goes over till 


October.

SYSTEMATIC TRUNK STEALERS. 
CLEVER THEFTS OF AN EMPLOYE OF DODD'S 
EXPRESS COMPANY. 

About two weeks ago Inspector Byrnes 
received information that some one in the em- 
ploy of Dodd’s Express Company was systemati- 
cally stealing trunks that were intrusted to that 
company to deliver from city to city. Detect- 
ives King and Lawson were detailed on the case, 
and, after a few duys, they came to the conclu- 
sion that Thomas Hallaghan, of No. 304 East 
Nineteenth-street, a helper on a large delivery 
wagon, was responsible for the disappearance of 
the baggage. A vigilant watch was kept upon 


him, and it was discovered that he had frequent 
meetings and conversations with Michael Brown, 
of No. 26 East Fourth-street. Detectives O'Con- 
nor and Lyons were placed upon the latter's 
track, whiie the other officers took care of Hal- 
laghan. 

O’Connor and Lyons engaged a room ina 
house opposite Brown’s residence, and watched 
that place night and day for some signs of the 
suspected man’s guilt. On last Tuesday they 
sawa wagon driven up tothe house, carryin 
a large trunk, which was delivered to Brown an 
taken by Lim into the house. On Thursday a 
similar operation was gone through with, and 
again on Monday. Yesterday morning, acting 
under instructions,the detectives arrested Brown. 
Tney found that he occupied only a furnished 
room in the house, and in it were the three 
trunks they bad seen brought in. Brown and the 
trunks were taken to Police Head-quarters, where 
the prisoner had an interview with Inspector 
Byrnes. At first he denied ail knowledge ot any 
robbery, but aftera few moments he broke down 
entirely, and beginning to cry and sob, confessed 
that he and Hallaghun had been stealing the 
trunks. Detective King then went to Dodd's 
express Office to arrest Hallachan, but tound that 
that person had just gone out to deliver some 
baggage. King learned his route, and following 
it, caught up with him at Twenty-fourth-street, 
and arrested him. He acted very defiantly until 
he got to head-quarters, when, jJearning that his 
partner had confessed, he did likewise, also with 
an accompaniment of sobs and tears. 

The system of robbery of these men is one 
which, but for the timely interference of the po- 
lice, might have been carried on successfully for 
an indefinite period. Hallaghan, who had access 
to the baggage-room at the Desbrosses-street 
ferry, made t his business when an opportunity 

_ offered totakea baggage check with its duplicate 
from the rack in the room. He would then saun- 
ter up to some large, inviting looking trunk and 
quickly substitute one of his stolen checks fur 

that ulready on the trunk. The check originally 
on the trunk Hallaghan threw away, and he 
would then give to Brown the duplicate to the 
one he had placed on the trunk. Brown then 
would send an expressman with the check, se- 
cure the trunk, and sell its contents. The opera- 
tions, both the prisoners said, had not been of 
long duration, and the only trunks they had 
stolen ‘were those in the custody of the police. 

One of these trunks contained ladies’ dresses and 

other articles worth about $1,000. Some ot the 

contents of the others had been sold, but the de- 

tectives have recovered nearly ail of the articles, 
a 


INCOMPETENT TO MANAGE HIS ESTATE. 

Twenty-two Sheriff’s jurors, who did 
their work in the free and easy fashion that 
comes of long practice, and who paid little heed 
to the three Commissioners who sat on the bench 
in front of them, decided yesterday afternoon 


that Henry Havemeyer, one of the sons of the 
late ex-Mayor Havemeyer, is incompetent 
to manage his estate, which they esti- 
mated to be of the value of $400,- 
000. The testimony on which they based 
the first of these conclusions was given by Drs. 
George E. Belcher, Prince A. Morrow, and A. E 
Macdonald, all of whom said that Mr. Have- 
meyer has lost his will, his power of coherent 
speech, and his control of his muscles, through 
over-indulgence in liquors. Mrs. Havemeyer 
and her brother-in-law, Wiliam F. Havemeyer, 
gave the testimony respecting Mr. Havemeyer's 
estate. It was reported that a contest would take 
place over the matter, but after F. .N. Bangs had 
presented his case to the jury, Joseph H. Choate 
said that the mother and brothers of Mr. Have- 
meyer concurred in the aoplication of Mrs. 
Havemeyer on which the inquisition was based.

BOLIVAR’S STATUE ONVEILED. 
CEREMONIES AND ADDRESSES AROUND THE 
SITE IN CENTRAL PARK. 


Upward of 2,000 people witnessed the 
unveiling of the statue of Gen. Simon Bolivar, 
in Central Park, yesterday afternoon, and moat 
of them were obliged to stand patiently be- 
neath the pelting rays of the sun while the cere- 
monies were in progress. The statue, which isa 
gift of the Republic of Venezuela to this city, 
represents Gen. Bolivar on horseback, charging 
upon the enemy at the head of his forces. It 
stands on a plateau known as Summit Rock, 
which overlooks Eightb-avenue, near the Eighty- 


first-streect gute of the Park. When the multi- 
tude was assembling yesterday the statue was 
hidden by the folds of the Venezuelan flag. but 
the inscriptions on the granite pedestal were visi- 
ble. On the north side is the one word “ Bolivar,” 
and opposite. vn the souvih,** Venezueia to the 
City of New-York, 1583.” On the eastern side is 
the legend * Liberator of Venezuela, New-Grana- 
da, Ecuador, Peru, and Founder ot Bolivia,” aud 
opposite this the inscription, * Born in Caracas, 
July 24, 1783; Died at Santa Marta, Dec. 17, 183v.” 

A grand stand bed been erected near the statuo 
for guests, and on this, among others, were 
grouped Kear-Admiral G. H. Couper, command- 
ing the North Atlantic squadron; Commander 
Wallace, of the Vandalia; A., W. Reed, of the 
Alliance; Frank Wiides, of the Yantic, and J.C. 
Wiltse, of the Swatara; Fleet Surgeon Rhodes, 
Gen. Winfield Scott Hancock, Assistant Adjt.- 
Gen. W. D. Whipple, Capts. Jcbn 8. Wharton 
and T. L. S. Ward, Col. Charles S. Sullivan, 
Judge Patton, of Philadelphia, and Park Com- 
mi-sioners Viele, Wales, and Crimmins, Mayor 
Edson, Gen. Guzman Blanco, ex-President of 
Venezuela; the Hon. A. M. Soteldo, Minister of 
Venezuela to the United States, and Frederic 
R. Coudert, the orator of the day. 

At 4:30 o’clock the procession, under Col. John 
Hamilton, escorted by the uniformed battalion 
of Seventh Kegiment Veterans, Col. Locke W. 
Winchester, reached the statue. It consisted of 
eight companies of marines and four of sailors 
from the war vesselsanchored in the Hudson; Bat- 
teries B and M. trom Fort Hamilton; Battery H, 
trom Fort Columbus, and Company K, Fifth Ar- 
tillery, from Fort Scbuyler. ‘he soldiers and 
sailors clustered around the statue, the Sey- 
enth Regiment veterans holding the inside 
line and the sailors the outside, tre space 
between these two lines being closely packed 
with men in various colored uniforms. As soon 
asthe mep were properly massed. Gen. Egbert 
L. Viele, President of the Park Board, opened 
the proceedings in a brief address, It was fit- 
ting, he said, that the anniversary of the battle 
of Bunker Hill, the initial combat in a glorious 
revolution, should be selected for the unveiling 
of the statue of one who began a series of revo- 
lutions which gave to five republics their life. 
“ This statue,” said Gen. Viele, ** is not merely a 
work of art; it is not simply a memorial toa 
hero, patriot, and statesman. It is a tribute of 
esteem trom a young republic of South America 
to her sister in the North.” 

Gen. Guzman Blanco then presented the statue 
tothe city. His presentation speech was very 
short. He said: * In the name of the people and 
Government of Venezuela, I have the honor to 
present to the people of the United States of 
America and the authorities of the city of New- 
York astatue of the liberator of South Amer- 
ica. The statue of Bolivar, in Centra! Park, and 
that of Washineton in the square of Santa Ana, 
in Caracas, represent the confraternity in glory 
of the great American family. May. Divine 
Providence grant to my country in the future 
what He has already granted to the great re- 
public for which Venezuela feels the admiration 
and anes which a noble protector ever com- 
mands.” 

Then Minister Soteldo stepped to the front. 
**On behalf of the people snd Government of 
the Repubiic of Venezuela,” he said, “I unveil 
this equestrian statue ot Gen. Simon Bolivar, 
the father and founder of five republics in this 
new world, the hero and statesman who re- 
deemed from the bonds of a most oppressive 
rule, not only Venezuela, his native land, but 
likewise the other four nationalities existing to- 
day under the names of Colombia, Ecuador, 
Peru, and Bolivia. Removing as I do the 
glorious emblems which cover this monu- 
ment of the five nations of his erection, 
Venezuela and her Government and people trust 
that this bronze, representing their immortal 
leader in her victorious ¢truggle for liberty and 
— ea shall forever be preserved; here 
and honored by this worthy city of the grand 
model republic.”” As the speaker ended the flags 
dropped from the statue, the band of the Ten- 
nessee played a medley of Venezuelan national 
airs, a national salute of 21 guns thundered from 
the war ships in the Hudson, and a cheer went 
up from the assembled crowd. 

Mayor Edson then formally accepted the statue 
on behalf of the city, and predicted that the 
commercial relations between Venezuela and 
this country would continue to grow in strength 
and importance. Frederic K. Coudert deliv- 
ered an eloquent eulogy on the career and char- 
acter of Bolivar. Admiral Cooper made a brief 
address, and Mme. Guzman Blanco and her 
daughter and Mrs. Cespedes closed the cere- 
monies by laying some wreaths of tilowers around 
the base of the statue. In the evening the Vet- 
erans of the Seventh entertained Gens. Huncock 
and Blanco and,Admiral Cooper and the other 
distinguished guests at lunch in Irving Hall. 
Covers for 350 were laid.

BURGLARS WORKING LEISURELY. 
TAKING ADVANTAGE OF A PARTY TO MAKE 
A RAID ON MRS, COCHRAN’S SILVER. 


There was a party given at the residence 
of William F. Cochran, a member of the firm of 
Alexander Smith's Sons, carpet manufacturers, 
of Yonkers,on Monday evening. The house is 
situated in spacious grounds, a little north of 8. 
J. Tilden's house, Greystone. The party broke 
up early. At 11:45 0’clock Mrs. Cochran, while 
in her room, heard her electric burglar alarm go 
off. Upon approaching the instrument she found 


that it indicated that the front parlor window 
had been opened. Thinking it was some of the 
servants closing the house for the night, she paid 
no attention to it. At 1:20 o'clock she was 
awakened by the alarm going off again, and this 
time she was alarmed. Going out into the hall, 
she called out: ‘** Who's down there?” and 
** What are you doing down there?” She heard 
some whispering and hurrying footsteps, and she 
alarmed the household. Upon going down stairs 
they found the front parior window open 
andon the ground outside was a chair which 
had been taken from the rear of the house and 
used by the burgiars to stand on in getting in 
and out of the window. ‘Tne window had not 
been fastened, as it was supposed the burglar 
alarm was sufficient protection. The inside 
blinds had been broken in order to open them. 
The work did not look like that of professionals. 
Upon going intothe dining-room the door of 
the silver safe was found open. It was thealarm 
attached to this door that had awakened Mrs. 
Cochran at 1:20, atter the burglars had been in 
the house over an hour andabhaif. They had 
opened the door by unlocking it with the key, 
which was found in a buffet near by. From this 
place they could hear the alarm ring when they 
opened the door, and in their haste, knowing 
they were discovered, they seized a basket of sil- 
ver that stood handy and made their escape. 

The burgiars carried away about &8v pieces of 
silver in all, valued at $500. Many of them were 
presents from members of the family to one 
another, and nearly ail were marked. Nothing 
else wus stolen from the house, and the burglars 
lett no tools or greta Te lead to their capture. 
The police were immediately notified, but they 
have so far been unable to find any clue tothe 
burglars. A reward of $250 has been offered 
for the return of the silver. and another $250 for 
the arrest and conviction of the thieves.

NURSE BAILEY BADLY MIXED UP. 


UNABLE TO RECONCILE HIS TWO CONTRA- 
DICTORY AFFIDAVITS. 

Henry Bailey, the professional nurse 
who attended Jesse Hoyt during his last illness, 
cut a rather sorry figure on the witness stand 
before the Surrogate, yesterday, in the suit 
brought by Miss Mary Irene Hoyt to open the 
probate of her father’s will. Bailey made two 
affidavits after Mr. Hoyt’s death, which em- 
bodied very different statements concerning that 
gentleman’s mental condition at the time his 
will was executed. The first was msde in Octo- 


ber, 1882, just after Mr. Hoyt’s death, before 
Aaron Kahn, one of Miss Hoyt’s counsel, and 
the othec was made in November, before Assist- 
ant United States District Attorney Elihu Root, 
one of the opposing counsel. Mr. Root offered 
the affidavit made betore him in evidence, but 
the Surrogate refused to receive it, and Mr. Root 
auestioned Bailey concerning the facts he had 
sworn to, without using the paper. 

In regard to Miss Hoyt’s incarceration in the 
Frankfort Insane Asylum, the witness testified 
tnat on Monday, June 15, 1482, the very day Miss 
Hoyt was taken tothe asylum, she went up to 
the top of the house and locked herself in a 
room. When the carriage came to take her away 
aservant was sent up to tell her to come down, 
but, finding the door bolted, she came back and 
reported it. Mr. Hoyt told the witness to call in 
the men who wereto take his daughter to the 
asylum and have them bring her down. The 
men went up stairs, and when she refused to 
open the door they burstit in. She came down 
stairs peaceably und got into the carriage. The 
men’s names were Ellis and Fanchot. They were 
engaged, at Mr. Hoyt’s direction, by the witness. 
A week before Mr. Hovt had asked Dr. Millard, 
in the vresence of Bailey, if he knew two 
kind men to take his daughter away. The wit- 
ness told him that he knew where two such per- 
sons could be obtained, and was told to secure 
their services. 

For a month before Miss Hoyt was taken away 
the witness had noticed that she became unduly 
excited on several occasions. One night she 
came to the door of her tather’s bedroom about 
10 o’clock and pounded loudly upon the door. 
Bailey told her through the door to stop the 
noise and goaway. She told him that what she 
did was none of his bu:ines3, and said that if the 
door was not opened she would burstit in. Mr. 
Hoyt then told the witness to open the door and 
see what she wanted. She came into the passage- 
way between the two bedrooms and told her 
fatherthat if he would give her $100,000she would 

oaway and leavehim. Mr. Hoyttold her that 

e would give her anything she wanted if she 
would only keep quiet. She went away, 
but came back an hour later and made 
the same request. One other night she came 
late to ier fxther’s bedroom and asked and told 
Bailey to leave the house, as she wished to nurse 
her father herself. Once she came into the bed- 
room in the daytime singing, and her father 
begged her to be quiet. She said she wasn't 
used to a sick-room, and advised her father to 
get well and go out into the country. There 
Was one occasion when she had some words with 
her father in the sick-chamber, and the witness 
letttheroom. After he bad gone out he heard 
Miss Hoyt tell ber father that she wi. hed he were 
dead. When Bailey came back into the room 
Mr. Hoyt called his daughter an “ungrateful 
child.’ The first the witness heard of Miss Hoyt’s 
going to theasylum wa: about a week before she 
was taken uway. He did not remember whether 
he had talked it over with Alfred and Samuel 
Hoyt or not. It was Mr. Hoyt’s intention to 
send his daughter away on the Saturday pre- 
vious to the Monday when he was taken, and on 
that day he posted Fanchot and Ellis at Forty- 
eighth-street and Sixth-avenue, and fixed a sig- 
nal to call them to the house, which was to be 
the waving of a handkerchief. The men took 
their places on the corner that day, but when 
Mrs. Hoyt was looked for it was ascertained that 
she had gone out riding, and they postponed the 
project until Monday. On Monday she was 
taken away as he previously related, and Alfred 
and Samuel Hoyt aud Jesse Hoyt, Jr., went with 
her to Jersey City. 

Bailey testified that the reason he made the 
affidavit before Mr. Kahn in October was 
because the lawyer bothered him so much about 
it that he was onli to do it to get rid of him. 
When Kahn took his statements down he did not 
write them out, as he was told. The witness ad- 
mitted, however, that he read the statement over 
and signed his name to it. Surrogate Rollins 
questioned Bailey very severely on this point, 
and involved him in a great many contradic- 
tions and misstatements, which the counsel were 
unable to get him out of. The other nurse who 
attended Mr. Hoyt will be examined this morn- 


ing.

MRS. VALENTINE’S SON. 


THE HEARING IN THE CASE OF THE WEALTHY 
BROOKLYN WIDOW, 


Another hearing took place yesterday 
before Surrogate Bergen, in the matter of the 
application of Jennie R. Joy to have a guardian 
appointed for the son, 6 years old, of her sister, 
Mrs, Catharine A. Valentine, the wealthy young 
widow of Columbia Heights, Brooklyn, who is 
alleged by her relatives to have so fallen under 
the influence of one Dr. Richardt as to be unable 


to manage her own estate or that of her son. 
Counsel tor Mrs. Joy called J. Dickerson to the 
witness stand.
